SCOTCH PIG IRON TRADE. 


The following is from the Circular of Jas. Watson and Co., ironbrokers, 
Glasgow, and has been sent us by our Scotch Correspondent. Its bias ig 
quite apparent; but we give it, as it embodies some “ new views” of the 


Scotch iron trade:— 

The present exceptional position of the Scotch pig-fron trade, regarding which much 
misrepresentation has recently been current, has induced us to deviate from our usual 
practice of restricting ourselves to our annual statement, and now giving our views of 
the circumstances which affect the present and future value of this article. The eight 
years of excessive production over Cemand, and consequent low average price, which 
followed the crisis of 1857, have rendered dealers and speculators in pig-iron so accug. 
tomed to a low range of prices, that they have been reluctant to believe in any im. 
portant change of value; hence the opposition to a rise over 65s. per ton, which hag 
been almost universally manifested by enormous oversales of warrants for forward de. 
livery, in the expectation of repurchasing at a lower figure. The purchasers of those 
speculative sales having declined to sell except at a fair profit, the price of warrants hag 
advanced toa point disproportionate to that of other brands not available for the fulfil. 
ment of g.m.b. contracts. With the view of retarding as long as possible the legitimate 
demand foriron, and thus to keep down the price, the newspapers have for some time 
teemed with letters from unfortunate speculators for a fall; making gross misstate. 
ments as to the injury done to trade, such as hindering ts, closing foundries, 
and bringing the trade generally toa standstill. In refutation of these statements, we 
refer to the returns of stock to March 31, just published, compared with those of Dee, 31 
last. These returns show an increase of stock of about 38,000 tons, exclusive of Carron, 
which brand has been very extensively shipped and consumed. Considering the strenu. 
ous efforts made to keep back orders, this; shows a very trifling increase, inasmuch ag 
the first quarter of the year invariably adds to stock. Shipmentsaverage 5000 tons per 
week Jess during that period than in the second quarter. Theshipments during the last 
six weeks of high prices compare as follows with those of 1865 :—

It would appear from the above, that the high prices current have not interfered 
with the export demand, whilst our foundries have been well employed, and enabled to 
buy really good iron at from 5s. to 10s. per ton under the price of warrants. 

After eight years of constantly increasing stocks, a deciine of 108,000 tons in 1865 
attests the fact that demand has at length fairly overtaken production, and past ex. 
perience leads us to look foracontinuanceof thisdemand. Under similar circumstances 
trom 1853 to 1857, the average price of Scoteh pig-iron was 71s. per ton, and for six 
months in 1854 it averaged 85s. The average cost of production at the same rate of 
wages has very greatly increased. But the extraordinary position of the labour ques- 
tlon at present, and the excessive demand for coal, consequent on the great prosperity 
of trade, are also matters of serious importance with reference to the price of iron. The 
colllers in this district now receive wages for diminished time of labour, equal to 6s. per 
day forthe former output, & rate of wage unparalled in this country. Coals for manu- 
facturing purposes have nearly doubled their price within the last two years, enhancing 
the cost of production to a very serious extent. Even at this enhanced cost, the posi- 
tion of the ironmaster would not be so serious, were it not that the greater wages of 
the miners induce them as usual to reduce the output, so as to retain to the fullest ex- 
tent their power over their employers. Stocks of coal have consequently been every. 
where exhausted, and the output is becoming dally less adequate to the demand, so that 
we are not surprised to learn that several of the masters seriously contemplate a reduc- 
tion of the farnaces in blast to the extent of one-fourth, It cannot have escaped gene- 
ral attention that the same state of matters with regard to labour exists, although to 
a limited extent, in nearly all the great industrial trades of the country. 

The comparative dullness of the bar-iron trade has been greatly misunderstood ; the 
fact being, that the large profits realised by malleable iron makers caused a large in- 
crease in the number of these works, so that there is now a comparative overproduc- 
tion, which, while keeping up the demand for pig-iron, may force the bar makers to be 
content with @ more moderate margin between the raw material and the manufactured 
article. It ig to be remarked that every report from Staffordshire, Wales, and York- 
shire, while allading to a partial insufficiency of orders for the bar works, refers tothe 
bareness of stock, and difficulty of getting delivery of pig-iron. For the two months 
euding Feb. 28 last the exports of all kinds of iron, as retarned by the Board of Trade, 
show an Increase of upwards of 33 per cent. over the same months last year :—1866, 
1,842,578]. ; 1865, 1,382,2097. Increase, 460,3691. 

Under these circumstances, whilst we strongly advise our friends to have nothing to 
do with the existing speculation in warrants, wer d actual sand ship. 
pers of pig-iron not to be led away by expectations of a great reaction in price from the 
selling of present holders of warrants, but to take advantage of the comparatively low 
prices of unclassed brands, and prepare themselves fora continuance of prices consider- 
ably above those current of late years. 














TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


Srr,—The Circular of Messrs. James Watson and Co., Glasgow, has 
excited a good deal of discussion on Change to-day, and as this document 
has evidently been concocted to ‘take the public eye,” and benefit the 
Liverpool clique, it may be as well that both sides of the picture should be 
shown. Had Messrs. Watson (when departing so far from their usual 


custom) restricted themselves to the publication of the closing paragraph, 
in which they state “ we strongly advise our friends to have nothing to do with the 
existing speculation in warrants,” they would have acted wisely; but when, in the 
first part of this production, they attempt to excuse or paliiate the late “ rig” in pig-iron, 
they have laid themselves open to comment, both on the score of facts and pradence. 

It is patent to all connected with the trade that the late advance in prices has not 
been caused by the natural law of supply and demand, but by a combination among 8 
number of individuals, principally unconnected with the iron trade, assisted by banking 
and other financial agents. That the price has been forced up to an unnatural level is 
evident from the fact admitted by Messrs. Watson themselves, that they can “ buy really 
good iron at from 5s. to 10s. under the price of warrants,” and the equally important 
fact that Middlesbro’ warrants (iron almost equal in quality) are unsaleable at 20s. under 
the price of Scotch. That the advance has also had a prejudicial effect on the Scotch 
pig-iron trade is manifest from the fact that Messrs. Watson admit that there has been 
an increase of 38,000 tons in the stock during the first three months, or over 150,000 tons 
perannum. The reduction of the Carron stock ts of little account, as it has not been 
on the market for a very long period, hence all they at present sel! is an actual increase 
to the avaliable stock. Messrs. Watson takethe last six weeks’ shipments to show that 
the high prices have not interfered with the export demand. Now, this ts not fair, as 
the returns for the first three months show a failing off of 14,712 tons — 5610 tons foreign, 
and 9102 tons coast wise. 

The years 1853 to 1857 are continually brought up in defence of present high prices, 
forgetting altogether the changed condition of matters since then. During this period 
the stock averaged 160,000 tons, against 700,000 tons at present, whilst the demand has 
only {ncreased at the rate of 50 per cent.—that is to say, a stock of 240,000 tons would 
be equal at present. Moreover, daring the years 1853 to 1857 there was a very active 
demand for all kinds of manafactured iron, the average price of Staffordshire “ list” iron 
being then 107. 10s., against 9/. at present. Besides al! this, 1,000,000 tons has been 
added to the production of the country since that time by the opening up of the East 
Coast district. There is a lesson, however, from the year 1853 to 1857 which it fs well 
to “ mark, read, and inwardly digest.” In 1854, after touching 88s., the price fell, with- 
out a single rebound, from that point to 58s., and again in 1857 from 77s. to 51s., with- 
out the slightest reaction during the whole couree of this fall of 26s. These are the facts 
which are of greatest importance at the present moment. 

The cost of production, about which 80 mach is said, is simply regulated by the price 
of the article; for the colliers are not such fools as to let the makers reap all the pre- 
sent benefit, as they know right well that if the price falls to 50s. their wages will be 
regulated accordingly. It ishigh time the public marked its condemnation of the means

GREAT NORTHERN COPPER MINING COMPANY OF 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The sixth annual meeting was held at the offices of the company, Char- 
lotte-row, on Tuesday,—Mr. Tunney in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the report of the 
directors was taken as read. 

The CuarrMaN said his first duty was to move that the report of the 
directors be received and adopted, but before putting the question to the 
meeting he might mention that the directors had received 16,130 votes in favour of the 
company continuing operations, and 3940 in favour of the company being wound-up 
yoluotarily.——-Mr. W1L80n seconded the motion for the adoption of the report. 

Dr. Peart said he wished to state his reasons why he considered the report should 
not be adopted. In the first place, he might mention that he had held 200 shares from 
the commencement of the pany. Shareholders would recollect that three years ago 
a meeting was convened for the purpose of considering the advisability or otherwise of 
winding-up the company, at which a resolation to that effect was passed, being in 
accordance with the recommendation of the shareholders; that a meeting was sub- 
sequently called for the purpose of confirming or rejecting such resolution, when it was 
stated that the Nuccaleena Mine had not been properly tried, and they were now informed 
that attempts were being made to acquire the freehold. Mr, Taylor at that meeting 
laboured to prove that some persons had corraptly concealed the deposits of ore, and 
stated that someone had offered to make known their position for the sum of 5000/. In 
1865 it was again agreed to wind-up, when an adjournment took place for the purpose 
of enabling the directors to recover by legal means the arrears of call. Then another 
meeting was convened, when ten voted for winding-up and three against, although the 
directors in their report stated that the motion was negatived. It was under these cir- 
cumstances that the Master of the Rolis had stated that he could not allow the company 
to go on—(No, no)—that he would give time for the winding-up, and if it were not done 
it should be wound-up in Chancery. (No,no.) To him (Dr. Pearl) it was a matter of 
perfect indifference whether the company was wound-up in Chancery or otherwise. 

A SHAREMOLDER enquired why Dr. Pearl did not sell his shares ?—Dr. PEARL sald his 
only reply was that hedid notehoose. He understood that this meeting could not legally 
pass a resolution for winding-up, because notice had not been given, and that, therefore, 
a special meeting mast be called for that particular purpose, He knew that he should be 
far out-voted, but at the same time he should move, as an amendment, that an adjourn- 
ment should take place until after a special meeting called for the purpose of considering 
the following resolution: —“ That this company be wound-up voluntarily under the 
provisions of the Companies Act, 1862 ;” and that in the event of such resolution being 
carried, another special meeting be convened, for the purpose of confirming such reso- 
lation, and for the appointment of a liquidator. 

Mr. W. Satmon said, before the motion was put to the meeting he wished to state the 
reasons why the amendment shoald not be supported. (Hear,hear.) In the first place, 
the ground upon which Dr. Pearl stated the Master of the Rolls bad not granted a 
wincing-up order was altogether different from that which he (Mr. Salmon) understood 
was the fact. The Master of the Rolis, in the exercise of a wise discretion, wished for 
the opinion of the shareholders upon the question of winding-up, and desired—to use 
his own words—twv know frum the shareholders themselves whether or not they wished 
the company to go on. It was very convenient now for Dr, Pearl, knowing the large 
votlng-power in favour of the motion, to endeavour to obtain an adjournment until after 
another meeting was held, for he well knew what would be the decision of the Master 
of the Rolls when he saw that there were 16,130 votes in favour of going on against 
3940, But Dr. Peari the shareholders should know had a great stake at issuvy, for if he 
could not induce the shareholders to agree to wind-up he would have to pay the whole 
of his lawyer’s bills in connection with the petition to the Court of Chancery. He 
(Mr. Salmon) warned the shareholders against supporting the amendment, for if it were 
carried they would compel the directors to call up a very large proportion of the re- 
maining 9s, per share, and not for the purpase of developing the mines, but to pay Dr. 
Peari’s law expenses. (Hear, hear.) He sympathised with Dr. Pearl, because he be- 
lieved he had been misadvised, but at the same time the shareholders were to recoilect 
that Dr. Pearl represented not only 200 shares but also a long lawyer's bill, such as he 
(Mr. Salmon) should not like to de called upon to pay. (Laughter.) The reai question 
the meeting had to decide was—what was to become of the unexpended portion of the 
company’s capital ; was it to be appropriated to the further testing of the mines, or to pay 
Dr. Peari’s bill? A question had been asked Dr. Pearl why he did not sell bis shares, 
to which Dr. Pearl made a reply to the effect that it was because he did not choose; but 
Dr. Pear! had not told the meeting that, notwithstanding his ill-opinion of the company, 
he had actually purchased shares even since the petition for winding-up was presented, 
(Cries of *Oh!oh!”) According to the date of the transfer, Dr. Pearl had purchased 
50 shares not longer since than the 24th of last month. He (Mr. Salmon) was certainly 
at a loss to discover the consistency of a gentleman evincing such earnestness to get a 
company wound-up, and yet at the same time was buying shares in it. (Lear, hear.) 
He (Mr. Salmon) considered the proper proceeding was to adopt the report of the di- 
rectors, and not for the shareholders to rush their heads into a noose that had been so 
carefully prepared. 

A SHaREHOLDER sald one object gained by a winding-up in the Court of Chancery 
Would be te recover the arrears of call.——Mr. SaLmon said it did not require a profes- 
slonal man to tell the meeting that the Court of Chancery had no more power to whip 
blood out of @ post than anybody else, Their solicitor had, no doubt, used every legal 
means at command, by which he had recovered as much of the arrears as could the Court 
of Chancery. 

Mr. Par wished to know if Mr. Paxton, who had got more out of the company than 
anybody else, held any shares in the company?—Mr. T. G, TaYtor said that Mr. 
Paxton held 500 shares, and he (Mr. Taylor) heid Mr. Paxton’s proxy in favour of the 
company continuing operations, ———-Mr. Par said he had asked that question because 
Mr. Paxton ought to know more about the mines than anybody else, having sold them 
to the company, and thereby “ pocketed” a considerable sum of money. He (Mr. Par) 
was very glad that Mr. Paxton was in favour of a continuance of operations. (Hear.) 

The amendment having been duly seconded, Dr. Peart said that Mr. Salmon had 
Teferred to what was alleged to be a purchase of the shares made by him (Dr. Pear!) 
since the application was made to the Master of the Rolls for a petition towind-up. In 
Teply to that allegation, he wished to state that ‘ie 50 shares in question were the pro- 
perty of Mr. Montresor, who had taken part with him in the legal proceedings. Mr. 
Montresor held 500 shares, and as he (Dr. Pear!) held but 200, it was thought by Mr. 
Montresor that it would be advisable to transfer 50 into his (Dr. Pearl’s) name. He 
(Dr. Pearl) merely held those shares for an object, thinking it would be more advantage- 
ous in the legal proceedings that had been commenced to him to hold 50 shares more 
than he did originally. (Cries of **Oh! oh!”) 

Mr. TaYLor reiterated his opinion that the mines had never yet been fairly tested, and 
reminded the meeting that the Nuccaleena lode had produced, with the most imperfect 
development, something like 14,0007. worth of ore; and that after driving a distance of 
adout 40 fms. to within 3 or 4 ft. of the lode, the exploration was suspended owing to 
the disputes going on at home. Could anything, he would ask, be more absurd? But 
since then Dr. Cotter had found upon the other side of the creek the continuation of the 
Nuccaleena lode. As to the opinion entertained by the shareholders, that had been given 
Most emphatically, inasmuch as out of the 20,000 shares 16,130 were in favour of a con- 











acquired since the last meeting ?—'The Cuainman said that very few indeed had changed 
hands during the past year.——Mr. TayLor said he had purchased some shares latterly 
which the manager refused to transfer, and, therefore, were not included in the proxies. 

The amendment was then put to a show of hands and lost, when the proposition 
adopting the report of the directors was carried, 

Mr. SALMON then moved “ That the Great Northern Copper Mining Company of South 
Australia (Limited) shall goon.” He moved that proposition in order that it should 
accord with the suggestion of the Master of the Rolls —that the shareholders should ex- 
press an opinion whether the company should go on or not, and that in the meantime 
the petition should stand over.—Mr. Pattison having seconded the proposition, it was 
put and carried. 

The retiring directors and auditor were re-elected. The proceedings then terminated.

VAL ANTIGORIA GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The first ordinary meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, Great 
St. Helen’s, on Monday,—Mr. W. W. Fisuer in the chair. < 
_ Mr. J. C. Goopman (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing. ‘The report (an abstract of which has already appeared in the Mining 
Journal) was taken as read. 
_ The Cuarrman, in moving its adoption, stated that it entered so fully 
into the present position of the company’s affairs that he had but little fur- 
ther to add. It would be observed from that report that the works were in a very for- 
ward state, and, as far as it could be ascertained from such progress as had been made 
in the development of the mine, there was every reason to believe the promises held out 
in the original prospectus would be fally carried out. The works and machinery would 
be completed more quickly and efficiently than they could have possibly been had not 
their manager (Chev. Francfort) obtained such valuable experience at the Vallanzasca 
Mine, that had enabled him to determine not only the most economic, but also the most 
efficient, mode of carrying the arrangements out in the least possible time. The share- 
holders had already been informed that when the pany took p no workshops 
nor dwellings for the men employed existed on the ground, which had been remedied 
by the erection of the necessary workshops, offices, and dwellings, close to the mine, on 
land belonging to che company. The construction of the amalgamating establishment 
has been commenced, and the excavations and mason work for the outlet of the water 
from the same were already finished. While they had adopted machinery similar to 
that introduced at Battigio (Vallanzasca) for grinding and amalgamating the ore, it had 
been thought best, in order to utilise fully the water-power at their command, to take 
advantage of the great fall at Crodo, by erecting the establishment in terraces -that is 
to say, to build a number of small houses, each containing two of the new mills, driven 
by one small wheel, the same water passing from the highest tothe lowest wheel. This 
plan had the further advantage, that they were able to construct and put at work the 
establishment, as it were, in sections, each one independent of the other, thus avoiding 
the loss of time which must necessarily take place before any results could be obtained 
from forming a large establishment, in which all the machinery was worked by one 
principal motor, and must, therefore, be started contemporaneously. The adoption of 
this plan became possible at Crodo, through the situation of theground, There had deen 
already commenced the construction of the lowest mill house, which would be finished 
in April, when the erection of the first twoof the new mills will at once be undertaken. 
Several of these new milis would be at work during this summer, whereby the returns 
of gold would naturally be largely increased. Those of the shareholders who were fa- 
miliar with mining operations were perfectly aware that but little comparative progress 
could be made {n the clearing up and opening out of a mine, or in the erection of the ne- 
cessary plant and machinery at surface, in the short space of something like one year; 
but it would be seen, from what he bad already stated, that as far as the latter was con- 
cerned everything was progressing most satisfactorily; and with reference to the mining 
operations, they had been informed that good progress had been made in the cutting 
down a shaft from surface through the ancient workings, for the purpose of extracting

The 
Victor Emanuel Company, having to erect concentrating works at the mines, were | 
perforce compelled to convert those shares into money, and they considered it but fair | 
and proper that the Val Antigoria shareholders should have the first option of purchase. 
At present the Val Antigoria Company was Mable to pay dividends upon those 10,000 
shares, but liability would, of course, at once cease if thore shares were purchased, and 
dividends would have to be paid upon 20,000 instead of 30,000 shares. The amount of 
75001. would have to be paid as the Victor Emanuel Company required it, but it could 
be arranged to be paid by small instalments—say, in three calls of 2s, 6d. per share, ex- 
tending over a period of something liketwelve months. Of course, shareholders must 
not disguise from themselves the fact that if they agreed to purchase these shares they 
would be called upon to subscribe 7s.

Mr. W. G. Witt1aMs (the secretary) read the notice convening the | 
meeting, and the report of the directors and statement of accounts were 
taken as read. 


The directors’ report stated that the returns of copper ore during the, 
past year have been 1467 tons, which sold for 17,4952. For the preceding twelve months 
the figures were 1478 tons, and 18,4827. The diminution in the quantity of copper ore | 
has, therefore, been only 11 tons, but in the amount realised the decrease has been as | 
much as 1353/.,and this although the proportion of first-class ore was considerably 
greater in the year 1864-65 than previously. In fact, the difference of profit may be said | 
to have been caused in a great measure by the depressed state of the copper market, and | 
the lower rates obtained for the ores. The directors are glad to report a further reduc- | 
tion in the amount of some of the chief items of mining cost, as although in the aggregate | 
the expenditure shows some increase during the past year, this is chiefly due to the 
larger amount of exploratory works carried on during the period embraced by the present 
accounts, The superintendent reports the whole of the machinery at the Palhal Mine 
to be now in good working condition, with excellent means of transport, and anticipates 
there will be a further reduction of at least 7002, in the costs of the current year. It is | 
with regret that the directors have to state that the raisings from the mine have some- 
what fallen off of late. It must be hoped, however, that an improved condition of | 
the copper market will take place, and counterbalance any decrease in the produce of 
the mine. The amount now standing to the credit of profit and loss account is 34811. 16s., 
and to the credit of reserve fand 688/. 28.7d. The future prospects of the Paihal Mine 
depend in @ great measure upon the results that may be met with in carrying on the 
sinking of the principal shaft.

Theoriginal agreement bound them 
to expend a certain amount upon each mine, and by the subsequent agreement they were 
permitted to apply the unexpended balance of 1200/7. upon another and more suitable 
mine, instead of wasting it upon an unpromising adventure. It was intended originally 
to work mines in other parts of Portugal, and supposing it had been a mine in a different 
part of Portugal which it had been proposed to work, the 1200/, woula have been as no- 
thing, but being situated only four miles from their Palhal Mine they could do much. 
When the shareholders sanctioned tbe trial of Carvalbal, Palhal was generally regarded 
as failing, but it had,in their (John Taylor and Sons) opinion, still a bright aspect. The 
vein was now split, but they might have tosay at some future time when they met, “ How 
lueky it was we had Carvalhal to replace the Palhal.” In answer to Mr. Francis’s 
question, they proposed to expend the 1200/. only on Figueiredo. If they should meet 
with something very good they would ask them to provide more capital, otherwise 
they would strictly limit the outlay to the 1200/. 

The report was then unanimously adopted, Messrs. P. D. Hadow, R. Henty, and J.

NERBUDDA COAL AND IRON COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, on Wednesday,—Mr. H, HayMen in the chair. 

Mr. Heatu (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. The 
report of the directors (an abstract of which has already appeared in the 
Mining Journal) was taken as read. 

The CuarrMan said that such progress has been made at the collieries 
during the past year as to justify the directors in congratulating their 
fellow-proprietors—as they had done in their report—“ upon the satisfactory condition 
of their collieries and works in general.” The works had so far progressed as to enavle 
them to raise 1200 tons of coal per week, and the only thing they had now to wait for 
was the completion of the railway. The machinery was in perfect working order, and 
everything had been done that it was possible to do to fully develope the cual. As re- 
gards the railway, he need hardly say that it was not within the power of the Nerbudda 
board to interfere in any way with the progress that was being made, but he believed 
he might state that the Jubbulpore section of the East India Railway would be com- 
pleted inabout 16 months. The question of the construction of a line from the Nerbudda 
coal fields to a military station was at present before the Indian Government, which, if 
arranged, would prove an important outlet for their coal, although this company would 
be at no expenve as regards the cost of that portion which would connect their colliery 
with the line. Having referred to the high price of coals in India, he concluded by 
moving that the report be received and adopted. 

Mr. Hunt considered that the carrent expenditure of between 4000/. and 50007. per 
annum was at present altogether unnecessary. He had some knowledge of the pro- 
perty possessed by this company, and he believed it would, at the proper time, prove 
of considerable advantage to the shareholders. The railway would not be completed 
for at least two years, and, therefore, it became a question whether the present great 
expenditure should go on or be entirely stopped until within six months before the 
railway was completed. Having these views, he should propose an amendment—that 
the report of the directors be received, but not adopted, 

Mr. VILLESBOISNET said that if the opening out of the collierles were deferred till 
six months within the opening of the railway, he very much feared whether the ne- 
cessary preliminary work would de done at all. The collieries were now being opened 
out at a small comparative expense, because the price of labour was low. To defer 
this work iill the period suggested would be a most injudicious proceeding. 

Mr. ADLEY sald it was to be recollected that the company bad expended not less than 
40,0007., and yet the collieries could not produce more than 1200 tons of coal per week. 
But, taking the average requirements of the railway when completed to be about 2 tons 
per mile per month, the present rate of production would be equal to supply all the coal 
required by the Great Indian Peninsular Railway—at any rate, for some time to come. 

The CHAIRMAN sald these collieries were 560 miles up country, and the directors’ ob- 
ject had been to do that which they believed would ultimately turn to the great advan- 
tage of the company. They had trained a native staff, who would be able to train 
others, and thus rapidly increase the amount of labour at any ti ne it wasrequired. As 
to what extent they supplied the Great Indian Peninsula Railway with coal was simply 
a question of price, He did not see how their expenditure could be reduced, having re- 
gard to the future interests of ths company; and when he mentioned that the board 
were the largest shareholders—the average holding being more than 400 each—he need 
not say it was hardly likely that any useless expenditure was allowed. 

After some further di ion, the a d t proposed by Mr. Hunt, and seconded 
by Mr. ApLEy—that the report be received, but not adopted—was put and negatived, 
when the resolution was put and carried. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, and the auditors were re-appointed. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 


DON PEDRO NORTH DEL REY GOLD MINING COMPANY, 


The fourth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

offices of the company, Liverpool-street, on Thursday, 
Mr. Henry HayMen in the chair. 

Mr. J. E. Dawson (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The report of the directors (an abstract of which has already appeared 
in the Mining Journal) was taken as read. 

The CuarrMAN said he had hoped that the directors would have been 
in a position to declare a dividend before the present time, but circumstances over which 
neither the manager nor the directors could have any possible control had operated de- 
trimentally to the interests of the company. When he last had the pleasure of address- 
ing his fellow-proprietors, operations were being carried out simultaneously at Bawden’s, 
Branco’s, Praia, and Maquine Mines, but, as the shareholders bad been informed in the 
reports circulated amongst them from time to time, their manager (Capt. Treloar) had 
had to contend against very great diificuities in the shape of labour—so much so, indeed, 
that at the very time when he wauted to increase the labour he had great difficulty to 
keep his then staff, on account of the Paraguayan war. Ue had been compelled to take 
men from different points in order to develope Maquine, It would be seen by the report 
that in March last there were 21 tons of ore raised, which yielded 163% oitavas of gold, 
and that quantity gradually fncreased till October, when there were raised 675 tons, 
which yielded 4370 oits. of gola. In the two succeeding months—Nov. and Dec.—the 
quantity of ore raised was less, on account of the operations on the main vein having 
been suspended, which arose .rom the necessity for making a means of communication 
into the mine. But the last advices received state that the operations were progress- 
ing satisfactorily, and that ‘n two or three days operations would be resumed upon the 
several points of the vein. As stated in the report, taking the average monthly ex- 
penditure of the 12 montos as a guide, the produce for the months of Sept. and Oct., 
4642 and 5440 oits. respectively, would, after payment of the total expenditure of the 
company both in Engiand and Brazil, leave a good profit on each month’s working, 
amounting to something like 8007. Duriag October the average atiendance of miners 
was 51, and the results realised, he thought, would convince them that in Maquine 
they possessed a valuable property. A feature to which he wished to call special atten- 
tion was the high percentage of the gold produced, averaging 8s. 5d. per oit., whereas he 
believed that the St. John del Rey did not exceed 7s. 1d. Having referred to the other 
mines, and especially to Branco’s, he concluded by proposing that the report be received 
and adopted. ——Mr. 8. Ltoyp FosTeR seconded the proposition. 

Mr. CosToBADIE was under the impression there had been mismanagement, for had 
proper means been adopted, with the large amount of gold raised, the directors would 
have been in a position to declare a dividend. He then moved an amendment, to the 
effect that the directors receive no further fees until the mine be permanently esta- 
blished, and the shareholders in receipt of dividends for at least 12 months. 

A SHAREHOLDER suggested the matter should stand over until next general meeting. 

Mr. VILLESBOISNET thought that the remuneration of the directors should depend 
upon the profits, and not be a charge upon capital, but at the same time he thought the 
consideration of the subject should not now be entertained. Referring to the accounts, 
he stated that the company appeared to owe 9169/., against which they had to receive 
7000/., leaving an indebtedness of 20007. He strongly urged the desirability of not 
allowing the company to continue in debt. 

The CHAIRMAN said, as far as the question of mismanagement was concerned, he could 
only say that perfectly independent people, holding a high position in the country, and 
among them several engineers, had inspected the mines, and but one opinion was ex- 
pressed. He might further mention that one of those partics had purchased 5007. worth 
of shares in the company, and that within the past few months between 4000 and 5000 
shares bad been purchased by residents in Brazil. Besides this, several of the com- 
pany’s employés at the mines had invested a portion of their salaries In the purchase of 
the shares, believing the enterprise would prove a great success; and Capt, Treloar, he 
had been informed, had sent home orders by the last mail to buy for him 500 more shares, 
As regards the management at home, he (the Chairman) did not know what could be 
done more than what was being done; and, with respect to the directors’ fees, it was 
quite an open question, and one that the shareholders themselves must decide. Heex- 
plained that the debts referred to arose thus—they drew upon bills for expenditure ad- 
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vanced in Brazil. Captain Treloar sent bills down to Messrs. Moore and Co., their 
agents, who drew upon the company for the money due; being 90 days’ bills the direc- 
tors were bound to regard them asa liability. The loan from the bank was merely 
temporary. He further stated that the mineral rights of the company upon the Ma- 
quine side of the property had been extended from 200 to nearly 4000 acres, and he had 
no hesitation in saying that Captain Treloar had saved the company at least 20,000/. in 
the way he bad purchased the property. 

The amendment, iu the absence of a seconder, fell through, when the resolution was 
pat and carried. 

Mr. Hesketh and Lieut.-Col. Wilbraham were re-elected directors, and Messrs. Quilter, 
Ball, and Co. were re-appointed auditors. 

Votes of thanks having been passed to Captain Treloar, the Chairman and directors, 
and secretary, the proceedings terminated. 


MINERS’ ASSOCIATION or CORNWALL anp DEVONSHIRE. 

A general meeting of members of the Miners’ Association of Devon and 
Cornwall was held at the Public Rooms, Redruth, on Tuesday. In the 
absence of the President (Mr. William Williams, of Tregullow), the chair 
was taken by Mr. J. F. Basset, of Tehidy; and there were also present— 
Rev. Saltren Rogers, R. H. Pike, and Dr. Le Neve Foster, assistant se- 
cretary. The accounts to the end of 1865, presented and passed, showed 
that the total receipts, by subscriptions and donations, during the past year, 
were 245/. 11s.; the total expenditure, inclusive of a debit balance from 
1864 of 622. Os. 10d., was 3087. 9s. 10d., leaving a debit balance of 
622. 18s. 10d. due tothe bank. Inclusive of this debit balance of 62/7. 18s. 10d., 
the present liabilities amount to 1117. 6s. 10d. The assets, consisting of 
subscriptions for 1865, and subsequently received, amounted to 42/. 1s., 
leaving as the balance of liabilitics 697. 5s. 10d. We are glad to be able 
to add that since the date of this account a considerable sum has been re- 
ceived, so that this debit balance has been nearly annihilated, and the as- 
sociation is just about in a solvent state. Two retiring vice-presidents 
were re-elected, and it was resolved that Dr. Smith be requested to act on 
the council. An interesting, and in many respects practically important, 
letter, addressed to the President by Mr. Charles Fox, expressing regret 
at non-attendance, was read by Dr. Le Neve Foster. Its chief passages 


were as follow:— 

The much depressed state of our copper and tin mines has diminished our means for 
increasing in Cornwall and Devon the number of classes receiving instruction from Dr. 
Foster in chemistry and metallurgy, as well as for giving distinct lectures on the ele- 
ments of plane geometry, mechanics, and dialling. We may not be able to watch the 
growth of intelligence under this instruction of the working miner; we cannot see ac- 
taal progress of the young and vigorous tree; but we can point to several young men 
t pl d from ngst us to fill places of profit and usefulness, who recur with 
thankfulness to what they have learn’. through this association. If men value the study 
of the classics as much for the mental discipline which it requires, and its exercise of 
various faculties, as for the rich stores locked up in them, so should we not relax our 
efforts to encourage the young working miner, who left school long before he knew the 
vast importance to him to strengthen his faculties, accurately to observe and arrange 
the elementary facts in his field of labour, and to learn to distinguish and apply the first 
principles of mechanics, hydrostatics, and chemistry to the work before him. Although 
our special area is metalliferous mining, yet the young men who leave us, whether they 
become colliers, slate quarriers, or workers in various manufactories in Manchester, 
Newcastle, or Birmingham, would thus enter on their work with increased ability. A 
smal! laboratory, set ap in George-street, London, 20 years ago, by the young Dr. Hof- 
mann, under the auspices of Prince Albert, for the New College of Chemistry, seemed at 
the time of littie moment; bat the dresses of most Englishwomen, and the great mar- 
kets of the world, bear witness to his proof of the existence of aniline in coal tar, from 
which he produced the beautiful magenta and mauve colours. This great industry 
mainly emanated from that college, then obscure, where several of our distinguished 
astronomers and metallurgists, as well as chemists, worked with that pupil of Liebig. 
They contributed to that great movement in chemistry and its cognate sciences, and 
their eminently practical success, a movement which Hofmann characterised “as a light 
spreading itself over a waste of obscurity ; as a law diffusing order throughout a wilder- 
ness of confusion ;” whilst “* he never fitnched from impressing theory on the minds of 
his pupils, he made them all practical workers.” 

It might be premature to discuss what means should be authoritatively ased for les- 
sening disease and accidents amongst miners. Some of us look eagerly to what may 
be proposed in Parliament or suggested by the committee of gentlemen who are grap- 
pling with the subject. Englishmen, who very properly sabmit to the compulsory vac- 
cination of their children, and to the slaughter of their cattle to check disease, to in- 
spection of collieries, factories, and railroads, and of their own houses also, cannot rea- 
sonably resist an independent official inspection of our mines where needed, that causes 
of accidents or illness may be /essened. I shall consider that the spontaneous adcption 
of machinery for boring, in which this association has long taken an interest, would be 
&@ most important move in a sanitary as weil as an economical direction. The engine- 
power already existing would generally be sufficient, not only to compress air for work- 








ing several of these tools, but at the same time effectually to ventilate the ends, admit- | 


ting of two or three times as many blasts as at present in a core, and also send fresh air 
through smal! pipes into the close levels. George Lowe, who is successfully driving 
the Dublin tannel, informs me that the 10-horse power engine which compresses the 
air for two boring-machines consames daily 6 or 7 cwts. of coal. Each hole is bored 
on an average five times faster than by hand, The tannel, tcclading laying rai!s and 
removing ru dish, is advanced by two to two-and-a-half times faster than if driven by 
miners’ labour only. In order to meet the competition with foreign tin and copper 
mines, we shall be driven to emp!oy machinery to sink samps, to prove the ground by 
cross-cuts, and to open lodes on their course in half the time now required, and thas, 
with the same dead expenses, open much moretribateground, or more quickly ascertain 
if the mine is worth working. More ore of higher produce migat thas be laid open, 
lessening the dependence on large quantities of inferior ore, which supply fine copper or 
tia te the market ina much greater ratio than they do cash to the adventurers at pre- 
sent prices. Is it impossible to adopt any procesa in the mine itself that would largely 
and economicaily reduce the proportion of poor copper ore ? 
this association have wished to print short questions bearing on geology, mineralogy, 
and mining, to be answered by practical observers ; in the sphere of this association 
these three subjects are so intimately connected that probably both bodies might avail 
themseives of the different portions of the same sets of answers. 

The sudject of establishing a fund for the relief of miners, whether sick or Injured, has 
within the last few weeks engaged the attention of gentiemen interested in miners, that 
they may suggest a good working scheme. The secretary of the Durham and Nor- 
thamberiand Colliers’ Permanent Relief Fund has kindiy sent me their rules and scale 
of payments. The members, adoat 5600 in uumber, contribute each I'd. weekly, and 
1400 haif-members 344. each ; 1737, received as interest from the Hartley Pit Fand, 
and 232/. honorary subscriptions, enable them to pay 5/. annually to each of the widows 
of colliers killed by accident, 32 in nomber, and 23/. down to the relatives of those who 
were unmarried, 11 in number, and about 1207. to men permanently disabled. Provi- 
sion is not made for sick cases. The Darham plan is not applicable to Cornwall and 
Devon, the violent deaths in collieries being about five times as numerous as in our 
mines; while the mortality of our miners from disease, between the ages of 45 and 55, 
appears to be double that of the Durham colliers. It would appear, from the evidence 
laid before the Queen’s Comm'ssioners, that a miner aged 24, by paying ls. 8d. monthly, 
and 2s. 6d, at 34, and 2s. 9d. .or all ages over 34, might receive 7s. per week and medical 
care, when either hart or sick; and by an additional payment of 444d. at the former 
age, secure 10/. to his fami'y in case of death. A scaie of payments for different ages 
may be calculated to secu~e a sum to be paid to a miner at any fixed period when he 
might wish to give up mining. 
wages, and the adventurers contributed 9d. monthly and the lords 4d. in the 1/. from 
their dues, and 44. in the 12. was paid on dividends, casualties will be provided against 
as well as support in ‘ilness. Above the age of 38 a different scale of payments would 
be needed. In every mine a registry of miners would be required. It is a question 
whether accidents frow blasting (about 10 per cent. in Cornwall) should not beon a 
different footing, because they generally arise from inattention to rules. No general 


system of contributions can be quite equitable, because both accidents and diseases are | 


diminished in some mines by facilities for egress, good ventilation, changing-houses, &c. 

I may venture to add, that to ensure the success of any general benefit society the 
men themse)ves most have a large share in its management. They have wisely given 
Up a partial scheme tacked on te one for regulating wages. Masters and men may be 


jastifiec legally (but not always moraily) in holding to their own terms, and sooner or | 
later retribation follows the unfair lowering of wages, or the unreasonable exaction of | 


higher rates. Bricklayers, shipwrights, colliers, &c., may strike, and for a time obtain 
relatively high wages, or shorten the hours of labour; bat the more that a union for 
such purposes embraces ali operatives and all branches of industry, the more disappoint- 
ing wil be the @nal results. The workmen and workwomen of Great Britain are the 
largest home consumers and users of those prodacts of labour (not exciading freights of 
ships), which they would thus raise in price in a greater ratio than their receipts. 
Then comes the reaction. Persons of fixed incomes diminish their consumption, if not 


their expenditare; foreign workmen underseli us abroad or in this country, attracted by | 


high wages, which would increasing!y invite competition from the rapidiy increasing 
youth of other than the operative classes. 
foreign exchanges at par as for masters or men to fx on a permanent rate of wages in 
any branch of industry? I trust that the very large experience in everything connected 
with our mines will bear with me whilst I make these long and desultory observations. 


A favourable opinion of the principle of boring-machines as means of 
economy in mining was expressed by Mr. Pike, but he said the feeling of 
mine agents was generally opposed to the introduction of such mechanical 
improvements. Mr. Pike added that no other business whatever, if car- 
ried on with so much waste of time and money as mining was in general, 
could possibly succeed. In contrast to this wasteful procedure, Mr. Pike 
referred to a statement made the previous day at Dolcoath, by Captain 
Charles Thomas, that in that mine only, by improvement in the dressing 
of tin, some 300/. was saved in costs. Formerly not only was labour 
dearer, but a vast quantity of tin was thrown eway. Again, in Cook’s 
Kitchen it was believed that about 5007. a month would be saved when 
certain improvements in dressing tin were there completed.

From Mr. Baker LeLean:—The Stock and Share Markets still exhibit 
great sensitiveness, moving up and down with every breeze that blows from Germany, 
and scarcely less with every breath emitted by the speculators for falling prices, who 
are, Just now, more than usually fertile in expedients for “ bearing” the markets. What 
prices gain one day they lose, sometimes more than lose, the next, receding still lower 
than they were. It is quite certain that there are vast numbers of unreflecting persons 
among the investing portion of the public who, having bought shares in some of the 
joint-stock companies at inordinate premiums—althought {t ought to have been obvious 
to them that the shares could never be sustained at so extravagant a price—now rash 
into the markets with their shares, panic-stricken with fear of a war, or of a general 
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collapse of companies, or of some other not very defineable but disastrous occurrence ; 
and thus, like a jot of frightened sheep, they kick up a great dust, under coverof which 
the cunning and clear-sighted “ operators” manage to fleece them to an extent that 
renders them objects of pity and commisseration. Many of the companies, whose shares 
were selling at trom 5 to 8 or 9 premium, are now quite unsaleabie at even an enormous 
discount —a discount almost, if not quite, equal to the amount paid upon the shares — 
are, as far as we can ascertain, ina healthy condition, and are likely, if not broken down 
by the folly of their own shareholders, to pursue a prosperous and a profitable course, 
Bat there is no discrimination exercised, and, under the inflaence of biind and unrea- 
soning fears, 134 companies, with a paid-up capital of 117,112,330/., have sustained a 
loss in the market value of that capital to the enormous extent of more than 36,000,000/, 
—almost one-third of the whole amount. This isa fearful state of things, and it is 
much to be hoped that a change in it may speedily take piace. I have often had occa- 
sion to say that the Mining Share Markets, if not wholly exempt from disturbance by 
accident or design, are subject to but @ very small amount of it. These markets are not 
altogether free from “ bears,” but, though they are as sly and as ravernous as the rest of 
| their race about the Stock Exchange, they can do bat comparatively littie mischief. 
The shares in a mine are generally too few in number to be dealt with upon so large a 
scale as ever to depreciate them much, and in 99 cases out of 100 they are not affected 
at all, although the tricks that are played to depress prices occasionally give trouble to 
the fair dealer, who incurs the risk of being thought to take an unfair advantage of his 
customer, and to charge him a higher thanthe market price. Two dealers, for example, 
advertised Kosewarne Consols, in last week’s Journal, at 32s. 64. I wanted to purchase, 
but they had no shares to sell at that or any other price. The design was to“ bear” 
down prices, in order to parchase upon lower terms the shares they had sold, without 
having any to deliver. This is one of the most common tricks with the fraternity, 
but it scarcely ever operates In other than the way I have indicated. Business has not 
been very active during the week, but shares in several mines have changed hands at 
fair prices, some better than they were last week. Great Wheal Vor, West Caradon, 
East Caradon, Great Laxey, Clifford, East Carn Brea, Rosewarne Consols, South Con- 
durrow, Great South Chiverton, Chiverton Moor, West Chiverton, Wheal Chiverton, 
Centrai Snailbeach, North Laxey, East Laxey, Stray Park, Chontaies, and Frontino 
have been fairly deait in; amd the less perilous aspect of the German quarrel, and the 
indications, though as yet slight,of an improvement in the metal markets, have re- 
vived the hope of a speedy return of an active market.

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Naturat History or tae Scottish SuaLre O1rs.—At the Natural 
History Society of Glasgow meeting, held last week, Mr. Joun Youna 
read an interesting paper on the ‘‘ Natural History of some of our Scottish 
Oil Shales,” illustrating his subject as he proceeded by specimens of shales 
from various districts, The Scottish shales, now so eagerly sought after, 
he divided into three classes, and spoke of them summarily as follows:— 

1.—Those bituminous shales which owe their oll, or bydro-carbon, to the great quan- 
tity of macerated vegetable matter that has been mixed with the sediment of clay and 
sand during the deposition of the beds. These approach closely to ordinary Cannel 
coal; and he stated that it was, indeed, impossible to separate them, for the question 
was one of degree as to the amount of earthy matter originally mixed up with the vege- 
table sediment, and every variety existed between the two extremes. 

2.—The second class of oil shales to which he referred owe their oil to the excessive 
abundance of anima! organisms that have died in the beds ; and one variety he termed 
the Entomostracan O\| Shales, from being made up of myriads of these minute bivaive 
crustacea. They are of a dark-grey or brown colour, and are now known to the miners 
in the West Calder district as the seed cake or fern spore beds. Mr. Young likewise 
mentioned that he was not aware that the animal origin of the oll in the shales had 
been previously remarked, and he now brought the fact before the Society as one of 
great geological interest. He stated that, in general, they produce oils of a lighter spe- 
cific gravity than the vegetable oil shaies,and are, therefore, richer in paraffin products, 
The Entomostracan oli shales occur principally in the lower coal measures and lime- 
stone series, and are found in several of the coal basins of Scotiand. In the upper coal 
measures he referred to another oil shale which is being worked —the organisms In this 
case being a species of bivalve molusc, termed Anthracosia, which has produced the oll 
of this stratam from their decomposition. 

3-—The third ciass of oil shales belong toa group of strata in which it is difficult to 
say whether the hydro-carbon they contain is derived from animals or vegetables—no 
organism being distinguishabie in the beds, Mr. Young believed that, in many cases, 
the ofl found in these beds has been driven off by heat from neighbouring coal strata, 
and distilled into the cold porous beds by transmission through the strata. In con- 
cluding, he pointed ont the geological range of these oll shales, and how much we may 
yet expect to learn regarding their distribution in our coal fleld, remarking that there 
cannot be any doubt of their ultimately proving of great commercial value to Scotland. 





Tue Coat Or Trape.—The manafacturers of coal oil in North Wales 
are organising an association—the Oil Masters’ Association—for the pro- 
tecting their interests, and the recent meeting at Mold was well attended. 
It is proposed to establish a uniform rate of wages and charges for furnace- 
men, labourers, and still-men, and it should especially be recommended that no man 
be taken on from another works without a recommendation. That was done, it was 
argued, in all established trades, and if adopted would produce very beneficial effects 
both for men and masters. It was suggested that the specific gravity of “ once-ran” 
oll should be raiged from its present standard of 0°860 to 0°875, and the meeting gene- 
rally concurred In the proposition. Messrs. Birkbeck, Williams, Green, Tate, Marston, 
and Matthews were appointed a committee to report Npon the suggestions brought for- 
ward, and Mr. Thomas Strange was appointed secretary to the committee. In connec- 
tion with the North Wales coal oil trade another event should be referred to—the in- 
augural dinner of the Oll Company of Wales at Chester. In proposing the toast of the 
evening —“ Saccess to the Oll Company of Wales” the Chairman (Lord Teynham) ob- 
served that the company, whose success they were seeking and beginning to rejoice In, 
had to look to coal for oll—to the biackest coal for the whitest material. In order to 
attain it, and thousands of other things, they were seeking the commercial gravity— 
capital—so that the machinery of labour and skill, and the varied plans required for 
the production of the varleties of wealth, may be at hand; and not only that, but that 
it might be able to deposit them in whatever part of the country It was desired. That 
could not be done by mere privateenterprise. Private enterprises particularly required 
private inspection —not merely that there might be fidelity in servitade and wisdom in 
inspection, but that there might be the competition that man aims over man by the 
superiority of his mind and the superiority of his condition. Individual enterprisiag 
men were always fixtares, but with our locomotive habits it was found that something 
more was wanted. This was obtained in the limited liability companies, By means 
of agents more skilled in the matter than those who employed them they found tn each 
other the correspondent of themselves. It was an incongruous element which could 
not be found in individual enterprise, that while the proprietors were ignorant theif 
managers were wise and faithful, and p d of unbounded and well-earned confidence 
in each other.—Mr. Till, in proposing “ Prosperity to the Ol! Trade of North Wales,” 
stated that no less than 500 retorts had been erected, immediately near Hope station, 
to the present time. These retorts consumed each about 500 tons of cannel, by which 
means 1201. is given in the shape of wages to labourers employed in raising. An eqaal 
amount of money Is also expended in converting that material into the crade oil. Ada 
to that the labour employed in the manufacture of the retorts and other appliances, and 
when they took that into consideration, how vast and how immerse a future must it 
ultimately result in ?-—The healths of the manager and secretary having been proposed, 
Mr. E. Middleton, the manager, said that the company had now at work ten retorts, and 
he would suggest to the directors and shareholders that the number should be Increased, 
in order to make a satisfactory dividend. There was no doubt but that twenty retorts 
could be worked with but little extra expense, The company held two or three offers 
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for their ofl, and the parties would take all they could supply for six months. * He A 
suggested the desirability of once running the crude oll, for there was no doubt that the 
once-run oil found a readier sale. 





ManvuFactoure oF Iron ann SreeL.—An address was submitted to the 
American Iron and Steel Association, at their recent meeting, at Wash- 
ington, by Prof. A. L, Fleury, in which he remarked that the manufac- 
turers of iron and steel in America during the past five years had done 
wonders. Ample proofs can be furnished of the fact that iron as wel} as steel is 
now manufactured in America rivaling in quality the best brands in Europe. He 
attributes Krupp’s success to the precision and nicety observed in all the details of bis 
secret process. Alluding to the Bessemer process, he says that Americans can undoubt- 
ediy claim the priority of the invention to pass atmospheric air through melted cast- 
iron for the purpose of decarbonising the same; but,in his hamble opinion, the success 
of the process is due to Bessemer and Mashet. Without their indefatigable efforts and 
sacrifices, Shunk’s and Kelly’s claims might bave remained slumbering for many years. 
The Bessemer apparatus is yet the most perfect for the purpose, and deserves all credit. 
yne Bessemer steel, after millions of sacrifice, is now gradually making its way in Eng- 
Jand, France, Italy, and Germany. Even in Sweden its manufacture is being intro- 
duced ; and we read that Bessemer steel is to be made in Asia, Australia, and other far- 
off countries. He states that the manufacture of pig-iron was carried on with marked 
success during the war, though it has been interrupted for some time during the breath- 
ing and reconstructing period. Anyone who has compared the quality of the present 
different brands of pig-iron with that of the same make of five or six years past must 
confess that they had advanced. The peculiar pig-iron of unworkabie cold and red 
sbort quality sold some years ago Is gradually disappearing from their markets, and makes 
place for a better and more uniform metal. On the construction of blast-furnaces, the 
uses of hot and cold blast coke, anthracite, bituminous or charcoal, flaxes, &c., much 
could be said, and might, perhaps, with profit be touched upon were the owners of the 
respective furnaces less wedded, as @ general thing, to their pet plansand systems. The 
new furnace systems, for instance that of Rachette, instead of being criticised should be 
practically tested, and inventions in this department encouraged. Prof. Fleury con- 
siders that the manufacture of steel rails is of the greatest importance to America ; but, 
in his opinion, they want for that country, where the changes of t ure are 80 re- 
markable, @ rail, of a peculiar tough and yet, at the same time, hard metal—one that has 
a close, fibrous, and not Jarge granular texture, and he would, in preference to cast- 
steel use puddied steel. The simple question is—Can puddied steel be manufactured 
cheap enough to pete with B or other cast steel? Puddled steel is prefer- 
able to the Bessemer steel. The crystallisation of the Bessemer steel is coarser, while 
that of puddied steel is finer, and intermingled with tough fibres of wrought-iron. Re- 
ferring to the utilisation of refuse, he remarks that they are throwing away much valu- 
able material, For inst: , there are h ds of thousands of tons of puddling furnace- 
cinders lying around the rolling-mills, yielding to a chemical analysis from 30 to 75 
per cent. of iron. These cinders are mostly nothing else but the melted magnetic iron 
ore that is used for lining the puddling-furnaces. Several of the iron smelters have 
begun to use these cinders as an addition to the charges in their biast-furnaces, and, in 
some instances, where the cinders are very good and generally strong, neutral iron is 
made with considerable saccess ; others, however, if they have not found it out already, 
will yet come to the conclusion that they, by returning the cinders into the blast-fur- 
nace in their crude condition, are putting back with them all the impurities that have 
been separated from the pig and wrought iron. Three different methods might be em- 
ployed with better success. First,—The powdered cinders can be mixed with burnt 
lime, slacked with salt water, and left to harden in the atmosphere, and then added to 
the charge in the blast-furnace. Where waste coal-dust is in the yard some of it could 
be stirred into the paste, and so made useful. The second method is to powder the 
puddling-cinéers, and, mixed with coal-dust, to blow them into the blast-furnace im- 
mediately above or through the tuyeres. The third method is to mix the crushed cin- 
ders with the coking coal-dust or petroleum refuse, and to reduce the mixture to metal- 
liferous coke, which, when arrived in the blast-furnace, next increasing the heat, on 
account of the oxygen of the cinders (a combination of per and prot oxides of iron), be- 
cause of its being in closer contact with the carbon of the spongy coke, will bring out 
ali the iron, and if some refining or strengthening substances be added before the coking 
takes place, a superior quality of Iron must, of course, be the result. The ultilisation of 
the blast-furnace cinder is another subject that should be mentioned, It contains in 
itself some of the best elements of hydraulic cement. It requires only the addition of 
some other cheap material in order to bring it to considerable value. Prof. Fieury con- 
cludes by recommending the establishment of a “ National Laboratory and Mining 
Association,” which he thinks would yield a handsome profit to the shareholders, and 
be a blessing to the country.

Its position to Tungkilio Special Survey is not south-east, 
as the reports of the day alleged, but due south, with the quartz reefs running directly 
for it. There are eleven quartz reefs, ranning north and south, as marked on the 
Government plan; seven claims, where quartz is being raised—on two of these spe- 
cimens, with gold visible to the eye, have been found, one being two miles north by 
west of the other.

Reports on assays of other parcels of quartz forwarded to Sydney are 
looked for with hope that fresh encouragement may second the efforts of discovery now 
on foot. There is also an endeavour to combine and import proper stamping machinery 
from Melbourne. From surface inspection of the focality, it is clear that the quartz 
reefs are abundant there, well defined, and of magnitude—the sole proof needed is of 
their auriferous quality. H 

Karunpa.—The quantity of ore raised in December was 191 tons, of 
17% per cent. average produce, equal to 354% tons of pure copper, exclusive of 50 tons 
sulphar ore for flax.

We have 
eight carpenters and axemen (natives) cutting wood and squaring it for the water- 
wheel and machinery, which we shall make altogether on the mine. I hope soon to 
put a larger force at it when we can spare them from making the road through the 
mountains, and which I expect to do after this week.—San Antonio Mine: We have 
now discontinued working the underground part of this mine, save in one instance— 
sinking a winze below the bottom level by native labour. The whole width of the 
tode (6 ft.) is sent to mill, and produces fally 2 ozs. per ton. We are now working the 
lode by an open cut from the side of the hill, and saving and sending all the lode tothe 
mill, which yields 1 oz. perton.

I expect the first 
arrival of heavy machinery on the mine next week by the company’s animals, by wa- 
gons, and pack mules, having been compelled to purchase animals, as I could not get 
anyone to undertake to bring any heavy machinery through the mountains. I have 
now, however, no reason to fear its being brought safely to this place, as since the road 
has been commenced I have had several offers to undertake the carriage when the road 
is completed. I now go expressly to San Ubaldo, for the purpose of bringing up the 
first heavy load, which shall be the heaviest in the lot arrived, and am certain it wil 
come in safeiy and without great trouble. Our present monthly expenditure is about 
$7000, which exceeds your instructions by $3000, but this could not possibly be avoided 
to carry out the necessary works with a view to future operation, unless the extraction 
of goid and present working of the mines were suspended during the dry weather, as 
our winter returns necessarily depend on the amount of machinery which we erect dur- 
ing this dry season. I hope, therefore, my having exceeded your instructions will meet 
with your approval. I have further to report that in the commencement of the past 
month I had four men sinking a shaft on the lode in the Cabezales, to keep legal posses- 
sion of the mine, according to the laws of the country, and am glad to state the result is 
that it is now producing some very rich ore, both for gold and silver—the lode is fully

Coat in CornwatL.—The importation of coal into the port of Truro 
coastwise during 1865 was, we believe, greater than in any former year, 
amounting in the aggregate to 95,000 tons, which was a much larger quan- 
tity chan was imported into any other port in Cornwall. About 67,000 
tons were landed at Devoran, 20,000 tons at Malpas, and 9000 tons at 
Truro itself. Of course, the largest portion of the coal landed at Devoran 
found its way to the mining districts by means of the Redruth and Chace- 
water Railway. We gave recently a short notice ot this line, and to that 
we now ad! that during the 40 years when the traffic was carried on by means of horses 
very consicrable dividends accrued to the shareholders. In fact, the system of horse 
propulsion proved, we believe, co be more profitable than that of locomotive power. The 
line, as most of our readers are aware, is a single one; and from Lanner, in the parish 
of Gwennap, there are two branches, one running to Pedn-an-drea Mines, at the western 
end of Redruth, and the other to the southward and westward, to Wheal Buller and 
other mines. Probably, after Truro, Hayle is the port at which the next largest quan- 
tity of coal was imported last year in this county. We have been unable to obtain a 
retarn of the exact quantity received there, but from reliable information furnished to 
us we may state that the quantity may be estimated at from 60,000 to 70,000 tons. 
Next to Hayle comes Portreath, which imports about 65,000 tons annually. We un- 
derstand that much greater competition is likely to take place in the supply of coals to 
this county, Messrs. Brogden and Son, of Porth Cawl, Port Talbot, the owners of large 
collieries in Wales, having put on a screw steamer of 300 tons to bring coals to Corn- 
wall; but it is said that, owing to the difficulty of obtaining back freights for the vessel 
the competition is not likely to be a lasting one. Taking the quantity of coal imported 
into Truro at about 95,000 tons, as stated above, this would employ a vast deal of ship- 
ping. The charge of freight for coal varies considerably with the season, ranging from 
as low as 4s. per ton in the summer to 7s. 6s. a ton in the winter months.

Perroterm as Steam Fver.—An important addition has just been 
made by Mr. C. J. Richardson to his petroleum boiler at Woolwich Dock- 
yard—steam-pipes have been so arranged that the waste steam may be 
conducted to the grate and burnt; it rises upwards through the porous 
material, and flashes into flame at the surface. The effect of the steam is 
described as marvellous. Upon opening the furnace-door the smokey 
flame of the coal oil is seen; then, on the hot steam—for he first superheats 
it—being turned on, the flame in an instant is twice the size, the smoke 
disappears as if by magic, and a brilliant, white, active flame completely 
fills the fire-place, fire-boxes, and tubes. Mr. Richardson writes to us 
that “‘the chief fault of using petroleum as steam fuel is the smoke it 
makes; if badly used it makes smoke and soot in large quantities; suffi- 
cient to shame coal—our English oils do this worse than the natural petro- 
leum. When steam is mixed with the vapour the oxygen absorbs the 
superfiaons carbon of the oil from a gas which burns along with the hy- 
drogens. The hot steam is, however, a more powerful agent than I ex- 
pected. It found out every faulty joint and screw of the petroleum troughs, 
and turned the oil out. The three first days my time was entirely taken 
up making good the mechanical defects. I have now, I believe, stopped all 
the leakages, and expect to have three good working days, of twelve hours 
each, on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thnrsday next week.” We shall 
take an opportunity of examining the boiler, and publish a description of 
it in next week’s Journal. 











Waiacaian Petrotecu Company.—The statement in last week’s 
Journal, that ‘‘the compaiy must now calculate upon the payment of in- 
terest upon, in round numbers, 150,0007.; and the profits at present being 
derived from the refinery, &c., would give about 8 per cent. upon that sum,” 
has been interpreted as a declaration that the liabilities of the company 
were 150,0007., which was certainly not intended; and in consequence of 
this misunderstanding, the manager replies, in a communication, published 
in another column of this day’s Journal, to the statements generally as to 
the position and prospects of the undertaking. He states that the com- 
pany, so far from being penniless, have 50,0002. of uncalled capital; that 
they have over 1000 tonsof oil in Ibraila now being refined; and that the 
amount upon which interest is payable is not one-half of the 150,000/.

Coa-Curting Macatnery.—We understand that Mr. J. Rothery, 
who, it will be recollected, was the original inventor of the coal-cutting 
machine, has recently introduced some further improvements, which have 
removed all the objections which have hitherto existed against the machine. 
He claims to have done away with all the expensive air-machinery and 
pipes, and to have reduced the first cost to a mere trifle, compared with 
that of the present arrangements, whilst he anticipates that the results 
will be nearly the same as regards the amount of work done. Poneys 
have long been employed in tramming the coal, and Mr. Rothery’s idea 
is to make them cut the coal, and so far he has every prospect of success. 
The machinery will be tried at the Waterloo Main Colliery, near Leeds, 
in the coming week, and the results obtained will be immediately published. 








Savery Apparatus ror SteaM-Boiters.—The invention of Mr. J. 
M. Courtaald, of Brocking, consists in the empioy ment of a copper or other suitable metal 
tube, carried through the upper part of the boiler, and descending below the proper 
working level therein, and in connecting tothe upper part of the tube carried toa 
greater or lesser height from the top of the boiler a rod, which, by the expansion of the 
tube, acts upon a safety-valve, when the water falls below the proper level, and allows 
steam to escape from the boller. 


The Mining Market; Prices of Metals, Gres, ke. 


METAL MARKET—Lonpon, Aprit 13, 1866. 
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Remarks.—The Metal Market during the past week has exhibited 
some signs of returning animation, and transactions have been both more 
numerous and more important than they have been for some time past; 
and though the market has not yet by any means come up to the nsual 
standard of this period of the year, yet there is a decided improvement 
upon the past months, and there is now every reason to hope that busi- 
pess will ere long resume its former satisfactory character. Although the 
orders from America are coming in more freely, yet the advices from the 
United States are not very reassuring, and there seems to be great fear 
that a monetary crisis is approaching, which would, doubtless, have con- 
siderable effect upon our commercial operations with the States; we trust, 
however, that this may prove not to be the case, but that our already im- 
proving business with them may still continue to advance. ‘Thecontinued 
uncertainty as to the termination of the misunderstanding between Prussia 
and Austria, and the fear that it will result in war, in which, possibly, 
other European Powers may eventually take part, is calculated to have a 
prejudicial effect upon commercial transactions, and to retard operations 
which otherwise might be entered into; and should it, unfortunately issue 
in war between the two countries it will very seriously affect operations in 
one particular metal at least. 

Coprer.—The amount of business done in this metal still continues 
small, and there appears an entire want of animation in the market. Upe- 
rations are still conducted under smelters’ prices. 

Inon.—The quarterly meetings of the Staffordshire ironmasters were 
held at Wolverhampton on Wednesday, and at Birmingham on Thurs- 
day; at the former the attendance was small, but at the latter it was large, 
all the iron-producing districts being well represented, as well as most of 
the principal exporting firms of London and Liverpool. It was generally 
admitted that the trade is dull, and though there was nothing like anima- 
tion, yet a fair amount of business was done in all descriptions of manu- 
factured iron, and in this respect it may be considered an average quarter- 
day. The principal firms professed to adhere closely to the regulation 
prices, but the second-class houses accepted orders at prices to a great 
extent dependent on how far they might stand in need of them, and some 
of them appeared very eager to obtain contracts. ‘The demand on the 
part of the export houses is moderate, except for America, to which quarter 
a fair amount of business is being done. Upon the whole, better prices 
were obtained than at the January quarter-day. ‘The principal feature of 
the meeting was the amount of business done in pig-iron, which was very 
much larger than usual; price were remarkably firm, and the eagerness 
to buy displayed by consumers would lead to the inference that their stocks 
are low, or that the trade is much more active than it has been represented. 
In Welsh there is a slightly improved feeling, and orders are being given 
out more freely. Important Russian contracts for railway iron are about 
to be given out, a large share of which is expected to come to Sonth 
Wales. In Swedish iron the demand is only moderate, and prices hardly 
maintained. In Scotch pig-iron the market has recovered itself, and prices 
have still farther advanced, the last price received,from Glasgow bei 
78s, 3d. cash. 

Leap.—The demand continues to improve, and prices are becoming 
very firm, the following being the present quotations: Common English 
pig, 211.; LB, 212. 7s. 6d.; WB, 22/. 15s. Spanish, 202. 5s. to 20/. 10s, 

T1n.—The market for foreign has continned to decline, and transactions 
in Straits have taken place at 82/. cash, and at 832, 10s. prompt, three 
months, the tendency of the market being still downward. Banca has 
been sold at 847, with short prompt, and 84/. 10s. prompt three months, 
In Holland hardly any demand exists for Banca, and small sales are re- 
ported at 493 fis. to 49} fls. English remains unaltered. 

Sre.teR.—In consequence of more warlike intelligence from Germany 
prices have again become again stiffer, and transactions on the spot have 
taken place at 24/. 15s. The price will much depend on the issue of affairs 
between Prussia and Austria. 

Tin-PiatTes.—The trade continues buoyant, and charcoals especially 
are selling very freely.

It is very truly remarked 
that, if there be lifeboats which cannot be upset, swamped, or water-logged, the voice 
of the nation ought sternly to demand that ocean-going steamers should, for the sake 
of humanity, be well foand with such lifeb The invention of Mr. H. T. Richard- 
son, of Aber Hirnant, Bala, is considered to meet all the requirements of the case, and 
the trials which have hitherto been made certainly tend to confirm that opinion. Mr.

it is not likely to be stovein when lowered into a rough sea by bumping against the 
sides of the vessel ; that it could not be swamped by the waves; that it could be dropped 
into the sea from the davits from any height, without being half filled with water; that 
when once in the water she would not be liable to upset if she fell into the trough of 
the sea with her side to the wave. Mr. Richardson remarks that all open boats ure 
subject to being swamped by a sea breaking into them, whilst the tubular lifeboat is

an invention which relates to the preparation of crude peat for use as fuel. It ist 
in the method of treatment, and in devices, by means of which the cellular character 
of the peat is destroyed, and the tubular fibers, which interlace it in every direction, 
are broken and crushed, such fibres, after they are broken up, being also thoroughly 
mixed with the rest of the mass. The peat is brought into a fine, soft, plastic state, the 
water present in its tabular fibres and in its numerous cells being released and mixed 
through the mass during the process. In this state it is capable of being molded into 
blocks of a convenient size for bandling or burning. In reducing the peat to this 
State, any air which is confined fn its cells is also released. The result of this de- 
struction of the cellular character of the peat, and of the tubular character of its unde- 
composed vegetable fibers, and the consequent release of the confined air, and the inti- 
mate incorporation of its decomposed and its undecomposed elements with each other, 
is to bring the peat into a condensed state, in which its bulk is greatly decreased, while 
yet it retains all, or nearly all, the water which was present in it when dug up. The 
water is afterwards got rid of to a greater or less extent by evaporation in the open air, 
or by currents of warm air, or in any other way preferred by the operator.

of Great Laxey, adjoining, and 's becoming productive just as Great Laxey did; also, 
there is litt!e probability of any further call, and as the lode in the shaft, it is said by 
all who inspect it, may “ any day ” eome into a rich course of ore (already worth 2 tons 
of lead per fathom), so “‘ any day ” may see the shares rise “ legitimately ” 50 per cent. 

“ INQuIRER ”’ (Newcastle).—There can be no doubt that the great at- 
tention now paid to gold mines, and to schemes for obtaining them, is doing injury to 
Cornish mining, by withdrawing attention, as well as capital, from it; at the same 
time, the way in which tin and copper have been put down in price, without, appa- 
rently, any jast or adequate cause, has been the primary cause of a depression that 
may end in serious injury to the mining interests of Cornwall. Many of us have long 
gone on, “ hoping against hope” for better prices, while week after week has made 
things worse and worse. We believe a rise of 10/. per ton in tin, and a fair advance in 
the standard for copper, would bring back some of the old life, but without these many 
Cornish mines must stop. ‘ 

“D.” (Newcastle).—We cannot say what the next dividend in West 
Chiverton tri?? be, but we know what it ought to be. The Cost-book System is, that 
profits should be divided, and, as the lode has been cut rich at the 100 fathom level, 
there can be reason for keeping 14,0002. in hand. As the meetings are held quar- 
terly, and the costs 20007. a.month, a balance in hand, equal to three months’ cost— 
60007.—is not orly amp!y sufficient, but more than double what any other mine in 
Cornwall can boast ; and, taking this view, we consider there ought to be a dividend 
of, at least, 2/. per share out of the quarter’s profits at the next meeting, in May, and 
also a bonus of 22. per share out of profits accumulated ostensibly till the lode was cat 
at the 100 fm. level; and if this were given, there would remain a balance in hand of 
something like 80007. It is for the shareholders to give vent to their opinions upon 
this subject before the meeting. The Devon Great Consols may be looked upon as the 
best managed mine in the country, and the plan of its directors is to keep a balance in 
hand equa! to three months’ cost; surely, the like is all that is necessary at West Chi- 
verton. We shall return to this subject; in the meantime, we shall be glad to hear 
the views of the shareholders generally. 

‘* A, B.”—No doubt there is a great deal of mineral wealth undeveloped 
in Ireland. The Wicklow Mining Company have divided very large profite for pyrites 
(sulphur), for which they get less than 30s. per ton. In the last six months they have 
raised 24,656 tons, and made a profit of 13.1287. Os. 8d. (the profit for the previous balf- 
year was 7638]. 9s. 6d.), and a dividend of 14s. per share (11,900/.) will be paid May 1. 

Copre CoprpER—ForREIGN .ND EnGiisH Mininc.—These mines (in 
Cuba) paid their first dividend on Jan. 25, 1836, and it was 32s. per share, on 12,000 
shares. The last, or the fiftieth dividend, was paid on Feb. 9,1865,and was lJ. per 
share, or 12,0002. Altogether the mines have paid OnE MILLION &reRLine in dividends, 
and for some years paid 96,0007. a-year, which is beyond anything ever done by a 
mine in Englaod in one year; but, then, during some years the Cobre pald nothing, and 
all times irregular amounts.

Fcrnaces.—An invention has been provisionally specified by Mr. W. 
Beardmore, of Parkhead, Lanark, which relates to certain improvements in thearrange- 
ment of furnaces used for paddling and re-heating fron, as well as the generation of 
steam and other similar purposes. The improvements result in the burning of the fael 
much more economically than is done under the existing arrangements of carrying on 
combustion. The furnace consists of a hopper, or chamber, in which the fuel is placed 
in the green state, this fuel being sitaated above the fire-bars; as the coal descends it 
becomes coked, and in this state is burned In the body of the furnace. When found ne- 
cegsary, as, for instance, when the draught throngh the furnace Is low, a blast of steam 
may be introduced, for the purpose of raising the intensity of the incandescence. 

RaILWwaY SicNat.—Achard’s system of railway brake has been fol- 
lowed by his contrivance for communication between the guard and engine-driver, o 
the passengers. As in the brake, it is electricity which intervenes at a given momen 
to make use of the rotation of the wheels—not to stop them, however, but to ring one 
or many belis, if necessary. An eccentric is fixed on one of the axles of the loggage 
van ; @ first lever, pinned to the framework of the van, has one of its extremities rest- 
ing on this eccentric, and receives an alternate vertical motion when the eccentric is in 
motion. The otuer end of this lever is farnished with a click, which acts upon 4 rat- 
chet wheel, and causes it to turn a certain number of teeth at every stroke of the lever. 
This wheel carries laterally four cams, which play on the extremity of a second lever, 
fastened at its centre by a pivot to the framework, while the other end pulls the rods 
communicating with the hammers of the bells.

the general imports and exports of the country. The results we have 
always given, but this more formal manner of showing the doings, pro 
and con, will, no doubt, render the particulars more clear and useful as 
matters of reference, and we have arranged the tables alphabetically as 
respects countries to give facility in this respect. 

The returns are given under 20 heads, * other countries ” being one, 
and of the 19 in which business has been transacted during the first two 
months, British Columbia being without transactions during this period, 
the exports exceeded the imports in eight cases, and the imports exceeded 
the exports in eleven cases, giving a balance of imports over exports of 
6,141,2172., or so much in favour of this country, the first having shown 
a total of 11,745,6932., and the latter an aggregate of 17,886,910/., the 
exports amounting to 15,320,9942., and the imports to 21,462,2117. The 
excess of exports over imports were, in respect to Belgium, 408,2467.; Brazil, 
959,8172.; Egypt.4,071,095/.; France,3,800,989/.; Hanse Towns,457,628/; 
Holland, 635,047/.; Malta, 27,2147.; and Spain, 1,385,6577. On the 
other hand, the imports in excess of exports were, from Australia, 5,010,289. ; 
from British North America, 56,443/.; British South Africa, 36,670/.; 
Gibraltar, 84,899/.; Mexico, South America, and West Indies. 7,049,4572.; 
Portugal, 723,604/.; Russia, 19,6377.; Turkey, 11652.; United States, 
4,468,6427.; West Coast of Africa, 85,6717.; and from ‘ other countries,” 
460,4332. When Egypt is mentioned, it should be borne mind that this 
refers almost entirely to India, and is not in any way absorbed by Egypt 
itself.

THE COAL FIELDS OF TURKEY. 

A valuable and interesting lecture has just been delivered at the British 
Literary and Scientific Institution, Pera, by Mr. W. R. Swan, the object 
of which was to show that Turkey, although indebted to the European 
powers to the extent of between 60,000,000/. and 80,000,000/. sterling, 
and with abundant mineral resources at her command, does not use any 
efforts to develope her material wealth, and thus render herself indepen- 
dent of all extraneous aid. Mr. Swan explained the nature, power, and 
history of coal, and the benefits derived by England and other powers 
from its uses, and remarked that Turkey had done nothing, as yet, with 
her coal to cause it to yield her any revenue. ‘The lecturer having pur- 
tued his studies as a colliery engineer under Mr. T. E. Forster, of New- 
castle-on-‘T'yne, his opinion is worthy of the best consideration, and there 
are many suggestions which he puts forward which should be at once 
carried out. He pointed out the want of railways and roads, as well as 
of capital, to make them, and that the mining laws were of so prohibitory 
anature that no inducements were offered for the development of her 
mines. He considers that the royalty should be reduced to at least one- 
half—the present rate being 20 per cent. upon produce—and we think 
that even 10 per cent. would be far too high to attract English capital. 

In the course of the lecture it was remarked that Turkey possesses the 
Heraclea carboniferous coal field, on the south coast of the Black Sea, 
with an area, roughly estimated, at 80 miles in length by 7 miles in 
breadth, and equal to 560 square miles, but say 500. ‘To which must be 
ulded her lignite coal fields, scattered in small and large patches through- 
out Roumelia, Asia Minor, and Syria, and which may be estimated at 
about 250, or in all at 750 equare miles as the total area of her coal fields. 
This estimate, he believes, will be found to be much within the mark when 
the coal fields become more clearly defined. Now, reckoning that five 
workable veins of coal will be found to exist throughout the Heraclea, and 
one vein only in the lignite coal fields, and this is a very moderate calcu- 
lation, and that the veins will each average 44 ft. in thickness, we arrive 
tt the following results: —One square mile of coal 1 ft. thick will produce 
round numbers 1,000,000 tons. This multiplied by five veins, each 
4 ft. thick, or in all 22} ft. of coal by 1,000,000 tons, gives 22,500,000 
‘ons per square mile for the whole thickness of coal. Multiply this again 
by 500 square miles and we have 11,250,000,000 tons of coal existing in 
the Heraclea coal field. To this, add 250 square miles of lignite coal, 
vith a thickness of 44 ft., and we have 1,125,000,000, or a total quantity 
of 12,875,000,000 tons of coal in whole coal fields of Turkey.

Humphry Davy. The result of the inspection and analysation of the 
coal was that the fields were very extensive, the coal of excellent quality, 


these coals to Lord Palmerston, and under the auspices of Lord Ponsonby, 
Her Majesty’s ambassador at the Porte, he made proposals to the Turkish 
Government for a grant of the mines, in order to have them wrought by 
an English company, which were, however, declined, the Minister of Finance 
stating that the mines were about to be worked for Turkish account. 

Operations were commenced forthwith on those points of the coal field 
near the sea, where the veins ot coal were seen cropping out at the sur- 
face, and a small amount of coal extracted and applied to use at the Go- 
vernmert arsenal and on board of their steamers; but the mines were 
worked in such a primitive and imperfect manner, and by miners so un- 
acquainted with the art of mining, that we find the Porte applying in 1851 
to the British Government for engineers and miners, to work them on the 
English principle. 
their future operations; but no good resulted from the change. The plans 
of the engineers were never carried out, the Government, or their dele- 
gates, literally discouraging all attempts at improvements, and the men 
were allowed to perish for want of proper treatment, very few ever return- 
ing back to their native country to tell their tale of woe and neglect. 

In 1854 the Crimean war broke out. The British Government, finding 
a good coal lying so near the seat of operations, applied for permission to 
work the Heraclea Mines for the use of the Navy, which was granted; 
and English engineers were again employed in opening out the mines, and 
succeeded in sending large supplies to the fleets. They also discovered 
other new and important veins of coal further inland from the sea, and 
opened mines on them, so that the supply of coal could soon have been 
increased ad infinitum. Then came peace, and the mines were given up 
again into the hands of the Turkish Government. What did they donext 
with them? Why, they abandoned the greater part of them, and returned 
to the old system of working, which was, to allow the miners to open out 
mines wherever they pleased, work them as long as they could find profit 
in them (which means for a few yards only in from the surface, if they are 
not driven out sooner by the water or bad air), and then abandon them, 
when they naturally crumbled and fell to pieces, and finally closed altoge- 
ther, destroying that portion of the coal field for ever afterwards. And 
this plan has continued ever since, and is continuing at the present time. 
The introduction of steam-power and steamers into Turkish waters has 
caused a considerable demand for the article during the last 25 to 80 years, 
and is going on steadily increasing year by year. In 1850, the consump- 
tion for Constantinople and neighbourhood was not more than 40,000 tons; 
in 1855 it had increased to about 80,000 tons; in 1860 to 120,000 tons; 
and in 1865, to the large quantity of about 220,000 tons. This is irre- 
spective of Turkish coal, of which, last year, there was consumed by the 
Arsenal, Zeitoun-bornou, Tophané, and the Government steamers, about 
62,000 tons. Besides this, the Government had to buy about 15,000 tons 
of English coal for the Arsenal, to make up their total requirements; so 
that the mines of Heraclea are not producing as much coal as will supply 
the wants of the Government alone—from 75,000 to 80,000 tons per an- 
num, When he stated that many of our large collieries in England would 
each, singly, work this quantity in four or five weeks, or the whole present 
consumption of Constantinople, including Turkish coal, in less than six 
months, the whole matter assumes a most incredible and even ridiculous 
shape; and they could not wonder that with such a state of things the 
kingdom does not prosper. In Constantinople and its environs, with a 
population of about 1,000,000 souls, the consumption of coal per annum 
is not more than 8000 tons, equivalent to about 18 lbs. weight to each in- 
habitant, or about 500 times less than that of London. Some of the lig- 
nite coals, too, well merit the attention of consumers, and might be brought 
into competition with the English coal in this market, wherever cheapness 
is a desideratum, and where it can be found near the sea, and easily worked. 
In inland situations, inaccessible to other coals, but where it is found in 
abundance, lignite coal could be made to supersede wood, in fabrics and 
for household purposes. 





REMOVING INFLAMMABLE GAS FROM COAL MINES. 
At the Liverpool Polytechnic Society meeting, on Monday (the President 
in the chair), Mr. J. G. Williams, of Blaenavon, described his method of 
removing gas from coal mines, respecting which a correspondence has ap- 
peared in the Mining Journal. Mr. Williams, in referring to the systems 
of general ventilation in use, called attention to the fact that whatever 
system was employed there remained large areas of goaf and other places 
where accumulations of gas took place, and which the general ventilation 
could never remove without the expensive process of bratticing, and, there- 
fore, these generally remained full of gas, ready for some circumstance to 
drive their contents into the thoroughfares or working places of the mine, 
where should it come into contact with an unprotected light, a fearful ex- 
plosion is the result. ‘To obviate this, Mr. Williams proposes an apparatus 
which may not inaptly be termed a Gas Syphon, for as a common syphon 
empties a vessel of water, so Mr. Williams showed by experiment that any 
quantity of gas could be emptied in the same way, by inverting the syphon 
to meet the altered circumstances of the gas being lighter than air. 

The apparatus employed in Mr. Williams’s illustrations consisted of a 
large barrel open at one end, which he placed in an inverted position on 
a table in the lower part of the lecture-room. He then connected a pipe 
with the ordinary supply-pipe, for the purpose of filling this barrel with 
gas, which was torepresent his goaf. Another pipe was then fixed so that 
one end might reach the upper part of this reservoir of gas; this pipe was 
continued some 25 feet horizontally, then up a height of about 18 feet, and 
again horizontally about 25 feet, when it was again turned upwards about 
2 feet more. About 1 foot below the top of this a branch pipe was fixed, 
in which was placed a stop-tap, a similar tap being placed above this in 
the main pipe. 

A flexible tube also connected the branch pipe with a close barrel filled 





forming a communication with the water in the upper barrel. The water 
mospheric pressure, to fill the vacuum thus formed. When sufficient 
water had been drawn the communication with the water was closed, and 
the tap in the main pipe opened, when the gas rushed rapidly through the 
pipes, discharging into the upper part of the room, as was fully proved by 
setting it on fire at the top of the pipe. The action thus established 
would continue as long as there was gas to be discharged. 

The system is, however, capable of being more extensively applied, as 
by it any quantity of gas could be removed from different parts of the mine 
at the same time, with this advantage, that it would not foul the general 
ventilation. Mr. Williams proposes to place a main pipe throughout the 
mine, with which the required number of branches from the places to be 
emptied, fitted with stop-taps, might be connected. The main pipe being 
carried sufficiently high in the upcast pit, or to the surface if through the

Its variety of hill and dale, meadow and woodland, with 
here and there a country house, the recollections that are forced upon you 
of thedeeds of valour and victories achieved by our own countrymen, headed 
by Arthur Dake of Wellington, during the Peninsula war, the ruined 
buildings even now standing (a terrible evidence of the nature of the siege), 
and its other important features, give the visitor to Oporto ample instruc- 
tion and pleasure, and it were well in this respect that the ground occupying 
‘and commanding such a view should have been secured for this truly 
national purpose. The only building on the Torre de Marca, asit is called, 
| was a chapel of no architectural pretensions, and now stands in memorial 
of the father of the present illustrious King of Italy, Carlos Alberto of 
Sardinia, who lived for some years and died in a house close by; this, then, 
is the companion of the present Crystal Palace on the ground which I 
| have described. 
| The building, which is composed of granite, with an iron and glass roof, 
| consists of a nave with longitudinal galleries and two side wings, with four 
| dwarfed towers flanking both back and front, and which are converted to 
\@ useful purpose. The designer of the building was Mr. Francis W. 
Sheilds, C.E., of Westminster, who was for some time the resident engineer 
of the Crystal Palace at Sydenham. The stonework is native granite, of 
which there is abundance in the neighbourhood, and the ironwork and 
roof was constructed by Messrs. Ormerod, Grierson, and Co., of Man- 
| chester, and was erected under the superintendence of Mr. R. Messer, C.E., 
the author becoming resident engineer on that gentleman’s retirement. 
| The grounds, which are very tastefully laid out, have been designed and 
completed by Herr Emilio David. The building and grounds being finished, 
were leased for the period of exhibition to the International Commission, 
having for its President His Majesty Don Fernando of Saxe Coburg-Gotha, 
| father of the present King, and cousin of the late Prince Consort. The 
| interior was coloured by Mr. Owen Jones, and produced an excellent effect. 
| At the extreme end of the principal nave an organ by Mr. Walker, of 
| London, is erected; and as the building itself is permanent, and intended 
| to be used as a winter garden, and in other respects a place of amusement 
| for the people, this organ is a fixture. There is also a very beautiful little 
music hall, a sort of miniature of our own St. James’s, in Piccadilly, 
pecan and lighted in the same style, together with a picture gallery, 
museum, billiard, smoking, and coffee rooms, while persons requiring more 
| substantial amusement will find it in a very spacious hippodrome, wholly 
constructed of iron, in which equestian performances will take place. A 
Swiss chalet, where refreshments are served, a palm house, and the usual 
offices, comprise the sum of the building, which held the Exhibition, and 
now proves the ornament of the City of Oporto. The preliminaries being 
arranged and fixed, the Exhibition was publicly opened by His Majesty 
the King of Portugal, accompanied by his Queen and his august father, 
Don Fernando, together with the principal officers of State, on Sept. 18, 
1865, and continued open to the public till Feb. 2 of the present year, 
when a State ceremonial, graced by the King’s presence, closed an Exhi- 
bition which of itself was intrinsically succesful, and will serve as a pre- 
cedent for another some 10 or 15 years hence, when the visitor to the past 
and future will be enabled to gauge the rise or fall in merit of the artizans 
and artists of this rising country. 
In my next I will briefly describe the contents of the Exhibition, and 
review the awards of the juries in the different classes, 








THE SODIUM PROCESS—WHO WAS ITS INVENTOR ? 


Although it was stated in the interesting letter of Mr. W. T. Rickard, 
F.C.S., published in last week’s Mining Journal, that the sodium pro- 
cess, amongst others, had been tried in the State from which he wrote 
(Nevada), but that the furore in favour of it during the few preceding 
months had subsided, in consequence of its uniform ill success, the 
| question—‘* Who was the inventor of the sodium process? ” is one which 

all connected with chemical science wili be glad to see conclusively set- 
tled, more especially as in England we are accustomed to attribute its 
origin to one who has already had the annoyance of having his right to 
another chemical discovery seriously disputed. The March number of the 
| American Journal of Science and Arts contains an elaborate communi- 
cation on Sodium Amalgamation, from Dr. Wurtz to Professor B. Silliman. 
| Assuming the processes of Wurtz ard Crookes to be identical, it appears 
that Wurtz is entitled to priority of invention by more than eight months, 
| and as the dates are verified by the records of the Patent Offices of En- 
gland and the United States, this point may be regarded as conclusively 
disposed of. To facilitate the formation of an opinion as to the identity 
or otherwise of the inventions we subjoin abtracts of the two specifica- 
tions, so far as relates to gold and silver amalgamation, side by side: —

The patent relates to certain improve- 
ments in the method of treating ores or 
substances containing gold and silver by 
amalgamation, whereby those metals can 
de more perfectly and completely extracted 
than by the processes hitherto adopted. 

The effect of thus combining the sodiam 
with the mercury is to impart to the latter 
a greater affinity for, or power of adhesion 
to, the precious metal under treatment 
than it possesses in its simple and gncom~- 
bined condition, so that it will readily 
amalgamate with the gold or silver, even 
when the latter metals are soiled by grease 
or other extraneous matter. 








The invention is applicable in all arts 

and operations in which amalgamation by 
| mercury can be made available to separate 
or extract gold, silver, or other precious 
| metals from their ores. 


This power of adhesion in the case of 
| gold and silver is so great that the resist- 
| ance which I have found their surfaces 
| when in their native state usually oppose 
| to amalgamation (a resistance which is 

much greater and more general than has 
| been hitherto recognised, and which is due 
to causes as yet undiscovered or, at least, 
uninvestigated) is instantly overcome, 
whether their particles be coarse, fine, or 
| even impalpable. Even an artificial coat- 
ing of oll or grease forms no obstacle toim- 
| mediate amalgamation by this magnetic 
mercury. P A . 
These parallels might be continued throughout the entire specifications, 


but the above will suffice to show the identity, practically, of the inven- 
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tions, and will afford sufficient evidence upon which to base a conclusion 

as to whether the one specification has been used as an aid in drawing the 

other. But there is a great difference, it would appear, in the opinions | 
entertained by the two patentees as to the principles involved in the pro- | 
cess—Dr, Warts attributing everything to magnetic influence, whilst Mr. | 
Crookes, by leaving the question open, would lead us to conclude that he | 
relies entirely upon chemical influences. Thus Dr, Wurtz considers that | 
the sodized mercary (by which name we will designate the compound of 

mercury and sodium amalgam) ‘‘ even adheres strongly to surfaces of iron, 
steel, platinum, aluminium, and antimony, an adhesion which however, 
as I have discovered, in the case of these five metals, is not of the nature 
of a true amalgamation, there being no penetration whatever into the sub- 
stance of the metal. * * * The only metal I have as yet found which 
cannot be enfilmed by the use of the magnetic amalgam is magnesium.” : 
Mr. Crookes does not appear to have extended his researches to magne- 
sium, but he follows the other part of the statement in the most careful 
manner, by stating that the sodized mercury “ forms a thin film over the 
surface of the iron or other metal, thus aiding in the collection of any 
minute quantities of the precious metal under treatment.’ Again, with 

regard to the effect of the sodiam amalgam upon the apparatus used, and 

in presence of ores liable to “flour ’’ the mercury, Mr. Crookes claims that: 

The invention can be used {n conjunction with any machine or apparatus for perform~ 
ing the amalgamating process, and, in cases where amalgamating vessels, or receptacle’ 
or plates constructed of iron or other metal, are employed, an additional advantage arise’ 
from the fact that the mercury, combined as before mentioned with sodium, forms a thin 
film over the surface of the iron or other metal, thus aiding in the collection of any 
minute quantities of the precious meta! under treatment. In cases where from the 
natures of the ores or substances under treatment, the mercary used for amalgamation 
becomes divided Into minute globules, technically known as ** flouring ” or “ granulat- 
ing,” there is frequently a difficulty in separating the globules trom the heavy particles 
of the powdered ore or substance containing the precious metal; the addition of the 
sodiam amalgam to such a mixture is found to induce the coalescence of the liquid or 
viscid metallic particles, so thst a mechanical! separation of the gold or silver amalgam 
from the gangue may be readily effected. The employment of sodium in combination 
with mercury wil! especially be found beneficial in cases where gold or silver occurs 
with pyrites, sulphurets, or minerals containing arsenic, antimony, tellurium, or bis- 
muth. The process of sma!lganation with ordinary mercury is difficult to perform in 
the presence of such minerals without great loss both of mercury and the precious metals 
under treatment, owing to the surfaces of the latter being in such a tarnished or soiled 
state that mercury alone will not touch them (as, for instance, when gold exists in 
pyrites), and also owing to the mercury becoming what is technically termed “ sick” 
or “ soured,” in which state its power of uniting with the precious metals is much di- 
minished ; in these cases the addition of sodium amalgam will be found highly advan- 
tageous. Whenever the mercury has become “ floured” it is readily restored to the 
liquid or bright metallic state by the addition thereto of sodium, either in its simple 
metallic condition or as an amalgam with mercury. Other alkali metals, such as 
potassium or lithiam, and other metals strictly analogous thereto in their chemical and 
physical characters, may be en: ployed as a substitute for sodium. 

Upon turning to Dr. Wartz’s specification it will be found that almost 
every individual statement is traceable to his earlier publication, for he 
distinctly stated in the specification already quoted from that “ other im- 
portant devices arise out of this power of enfilming iron surfaces, such as 
the keeping of iron surfaces of stamps and of other apparatus used in crush- 
ing ores continually coated with quicksilver. Quicksilver possessed of 
the magnetic quality may be kept dropping or trickling upon the surfaces 
of crushing-rollers, or in those crushers in which iron balls are used, the 
surfaces of these balls may be kept enfilmed. In like manner as the ad- 
hesion of quicksilver to other metals is exalted by the alkali metals, so 
also, as I have discovered, is its cohesion with itself greatly increased. It 
is rendered more viscid, more difficult to divide mechanically, and, when 
thus divided, runs together again instantly upon contact. Hence, arises 
new results of incalculable value. For instance, the so-called flouring or 
granulation of the quicksilver, which in the amalgamation of ores always 
occasions so great losses, both of the quicksilver itself and of its amalgams 
with the precious metals, is reduced to a minimum, or altogether prevented. 
The recovery of floured quicksilver and amalgams from slimes and similar 
mixtures is also greatly facilitated and accelerated thereby.”” Dr. Wartz 
states that any iron takea up may be readily removed by boiling the amal- | 
gam in water. Arsenic and sulphur are to be got rid of from the ore as | 
much as possibl2 by previous roasting or other chemical! treatment. 

The similarity between the two specifications is so striking that we think 
(considering he has a fair priority in point of time of eight months, even 
allowing the time necessary for the news of his discoveries to reach this 
country) Dr. Wurtz has fair grounds for demanding at least some expla- 
nation from Mr. Crookes to account for the apparent plagiarism. Dr. 
Wartz, in his over anxiety to include the whole of his numerous discoveries 
in connection with the chemical and metallurgic arts, may have extended 
his specification to an unnecessary length, but he has not the less claim to 
all the honour attaching to each particular discovery therein recorded. 
With regard to the authorities upon which the comparison of the two 
inventions are made, it may be well to remark that the extracts from the | 
official documents relating to Dr. Wartz’s American patent, inserted in | 
** Silliman’s Journal” (which enjoys a universal reputation, and may, | 
therefore, be thoroughly relied upon), have been adopted, with respect to | 
Dr. Wartz’s claims; whilst Mr. Crookes’s have been taken from the official 
reprint of his specification.

The Netherton machine, as we have remarked above, is doing excellent 
work; it cuts the shale underneath the seam, thus preserving the entire 
seam of coal, and this it does at the rate of 80 square feet per hour, com- 
pleting about 86 yards in length and 3 feet 3 inches depth of cutting in 
10 hours. The coal thus undermined is said to produce 100 tons of good 
saleable coal. The success of this machine will, no doubt, hasten the

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Aprrit 12.—The Iron Trade of South Wales is moderately active, and 
during the past week a disposition has been evinced on the part of exporters 
to give out specifications with a little more regularity, but still they fall 
short of the anticipations indulged in in the early part of the year. Dur- 
ing the past month the export trade was very good, there being no less 
than 26,101 tons shipped on foreign account; but, strange to say, not a 
single ton was cleared out for New York. There are various causes as- 
signed as to the limited transactions on American account, the principal 
being the impending monetary crisis and the antagonistic position taken 
by parties on the reconstruction policy. With regard to the former, the 
general opinion is that the crisis will not be so serious as some people an- 
ticipate. Whether the reconstruction policy of the President will be car- 
ried it is impossible to say, but the sooner the question is decided either 
one way or the other the better it would be for commercial transactions. 
A good many orders have been given out on home account, but they are 
reported to be not of great importance. There is an increased confidence 
as to the future, but at the same time it is generally acknowledged that 
there are certain drawbacks which it is desirable should be removed. The 
quarterly settlements have as yet been satisfactory. Since last report 
some few contracts have come to hand from the United States, and a little 
more activity has been displayed in business on American account. The 
advices from the Eastern markets are satisfactory, and a steady trade is 
being carried on. A few orders have been received from Canada, and 
there are indications of some improvement taking place as the season ad- 
vances. Business on South American account continues in about the 
same state as last reported, and there is an average demand from the con- 
tinental markets. For Welsh pigs there is a brisk enquiry, and quota- 
tions rule firm. In the Tin-plate Trade there is no material change to 
note. Steam coal proprietors are well off for orders, and the collieries are 
fully employed. Orders come in regularly, and there is every prospect of 
a brisk trade from some time tocome. The demand for house coal is 
rather quiet. 

In consequence of the large numbers of miners who are emigrating to 
the United States, the London and North-Western Railway Company have announced 
their intention of putting on extra carriages every Monday on the Merthyr, Tredegar, 
and Abergavenny Railway for the conveyance of emigrants to Liverpool. ee 

The demand for coal has so largely increased that the capabilities of 
Lianelly Dock have become quite insufficient to meet the requirements of shippers, and 
the Harbour Commissioners have determined to increase the accommodation by enlarg- 
ing the dock. It isconfidently expected that the necessary capital will shortly be raised 
to carry out the important undertaking. _ 

It is gratifying to find that the efforts of Mr. Thomas Jones, colliery 
proprietor of Cardiff, to find the 9-feet seam of steam coal in the Rhondda Valley have 
been crowned with success, The vein found is about 220 yards in depth from the sur- 
face, proves well, and is 6 ft. 3 in. in thickness at the bottom of the pit. Hitherto ef- 
forts made by others to find this seam in this neighbourhood proved unsuccessful, 
though fortanes were spent by the speculatorsin the attempt. The Tyle-Coch Colliery 
being now the first pit in the valley, we augur well for the prosperity of the neighbour- 
hood in which it is situated. 

In last week’s Journal we announced the fearful boiler explosion at the 
Cwmfelin Works, near Swansea, belonging to Messrs. Davies and Son. By this sad 
catastrophe five lives were lost, and nine persons were seriously scalded and otherwise 
injared. Sach was the force of the explosion that tho boiler, which weighed about 
12% tons, was thrown some 40 ft. from its original position, and fragments of it were 
picked up in an adjoining fleld. A long steam-pipe was also projected a distance of 
100 yards. The tnquest, which had been formally opened on Thursday, was resumed 
on Tuesday.—John Williams, an engineer engaged at the works, deposed that the 
boiler was made 244 years ago, that it was 30 feet long by 7 feet in diameter, and that 

the tube was 4 ft. in diameter; the steam-pipe was 3 in. in diameter. About 20 minutes 
previous to the accident the boiler wag blowing off steam, and the safely-valve was 
weighted to a pressure of 431bs. About 12 minutes before the accident the engineman 
told him that the key of the piston-rod was broken, and he told him to stop the en- 
gine; he also stopped the fireman from throwing on coals. The engine was working 
at the time of the accident. The boiler was set on an incline towards the fire end, 
and there were no stays to the tube, the thickness of which was the same as the 
thickness of the shell. There were three boilers connected together with pipes, but 
they were not connected at the time. The boiler, which had been repaired, was last 
cieaned on Maroh 7.—Shadrack Davies, the maker of the boller, deposed that it was 
30 feet long and 7 feet in diameter; the thickness of the iron used was 7-16ths iron; 
rings at each end connected the tube with the shell. He did not test the boiler, and 
he repaired it about 12 months since.—Aaron Williams deposed that just before he 
stopped the engine the fire was in full force, and the engine going at full speed; it 
was working ata pressure of 42 lbs. There was 7 inches of water in the tubes; no 
water went in after the engine was stopped until after the explosion.—Mr. John 
Lewis, of Fabian’s Bay, deposed that in his opinion the explosion was caused by the 
smallness of the safety-valve; and the jury retarned a verdict to that effect. 








DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE. 

Arrit 12.—The holidays of Easter being over, the different works have 
assumed their wonted activity, and at all the large works there is a preva- 
lence of unabated activity. At Staveley there is the utmost activity pre- 
vailing in the foundry department, the company having several large con- 
tracts for pipes in hand, besides a quantity of heavy work. At Clay Cross 
they are very busy in the coal department, orders coming in quite as ra- 
pidly as they can be executed. We are glad to hear that Mr. W. Jackson, M.P., the 
principal partner in the firm, has been on a visit to the works, it being his first appear- 
ance since his recent severe affliction. The Clay Cross Company are pushing forward 
every arrangement calculated to facilitate the completion of the works. The sinking of 
Mr. Houldsworth’s pits, at Pilsley, is progressing satisfactorily, though a considerable 
time will elapse ere they touch the ‘deep coal. The Shirland Colliery Company are 
rapidly progressing towards the black shale; as soon as the sinking is completed they 
will tarn out a large supply, as they have a line of railway direct from the pit mouth 
to the main line of the Midland. This branch will be used by the neighbouring coal 
proprietors in course of time, as it gives an access to the Midland infinitely superior to 
the most economical mode of road transit. The Shirland Company have succeeded in 
obtaining a very large acreage of mineral ground, and on terms very favourable. Some 
additional minerais have been purchased, and fresh pits will be opened shortly. There 
is a great scarcity of dwellings for colliers in this neighbourhood, and this isa difficulty, 
as many men will not walk six or seven miles daily to their work without extra pay, 
especially when they can find plenty of employment in the vicinity of their residences, 
The Coal Trade is unusually brisk for the period of the year, and on the Erewash 
Valley of the Midland additional trains are running to London and the South daily. 

The recent meeting of the miners’ delegates in North Derbyshire is producing its 
effect. Already at several works a feeling of dissatisfaction is being created amongst 
the miners as to the hoursof labour, weighing of coals, and other details; and {t would 
seem to be the desire of these Union agents to induce the men to demand an alte- 
ration or to strike. Hopes are held out to them of pay from the Union, and, were it 
not that North Derbyshire has been comparatively free from strikes, they would have 
little trouble to introduce one. 

The long-pending Chancery suit regarding the minerals in the Dronfield Valley is, 
we hear, settled. The passing of the Chesterfield and Sheffield Railway bill suggested 
to several parties the desirability of the purchase of a large tract of mineral ground be- 
longing to Capt. Rangeley. It was agreed by Mr. Brown to purchase the property, in- 
clading the minerals, and to form a company, which was tried, and failed, and the action 
was commenced to hold Mr. Brown to the purchase. It has been decided in Capt. 
nes favour, so that Mr. Brown will have to purchase, and make the best of the 

rgain. 

A Sheffield paper has published a long account of the doings of several of the Peak 
mines, but as the facts have appeared long ago in the Journal we need not now further 
allude to them. 

The prospects of the Staveley Company are highly encouraging. and a larger dividend 
than the last is more probable than otherwise. The stock is difficult toget hold of, and 
there {s a desire to confine the shareholders within as ilmited anumberas possible. The 
Sheepbridge Company, it is enticlpated, will be in a position to pay a good dividend, pro- 
babiy at the rate of 10 per cent.

Mr. Oubridge, at the instance of the Chairman, was the first speaker, and 
he supplemented his previous remarks by entering into @ description of the most im- 
proved methods of smelting, as practiced in the present day. Afterwards he insisted 
upon the necessity of iron founders and engineers acquiring a knowledge of the various 
character of pig-irons, and their chemical constituents, so as to select those best fitted 
for castings to be used for particalar purposes. Mr. Keyte followed with some practi- 
cal remarks upon the subject resulting from his own experience in the Royal Gun 
Factory, at Woolwich, and, in doing so, paid a very feeling tribute to the memory of 
the late Mr. George Rennie, who had devoted much attention to the strength, tensile 
and otherwise, of iron, and whose talent and amiability of disposition had endeared him 
to ail whoserved under him. Messrs. Ives, Hosken, Edmonds, Irvine, Lander, Briggs, 
Pardison, and the Chairman alsv shared in the discussion, which was at once animated 
and instructive. It was determined eventually that another adjournment was neces- 
sary in order to do fall jastice to the question, and at 11 P.M. this was agreed to. It 
seems clear that the rapid growth of this institation will compel its migration very 
soon to more commodious quarters, for the meetings become constantly more fully at- 
tended, and inconvenience is the result. We do not see why one of the rooms at 
Exeter Hall, for example, should not be retained for the monthly assemblages of the 
associated foremen, their friends, their members, and the general importance of the 
subjects considered alike seem to warrant such a change as that we have indicated.

[BXTRACTS FROM OUR CORRESPONDENCE. | 


CuonTaLes.—The news by the present mail is very satisfactory, consi- 
dering that the manager had so few men at his disposal up to the date of bis latest re- 
port. The 40 men who started in February had arrived at Greytown, within abont 10 
days of the mines; and those who sailed in March will, probably, be there by the end 
of this month. The amount of gold received is 435 0zs., which cannot but be considered 
favourable, seeing that the mines are not yet placed in anything like working order. 
Men were busily at work erecting machinery, making roads, and diverting the streams, 
so ag to render them independent, for the futare, of the dry weather, which had just set 
in. Perhaps the most pleasing part of the whole is, that all were in excellent health 
and spirits. 

Frontino anp Bortvia (Sourn American) Gotp Minne Company.

The sett is very extensive, having an area of upwards of one square mile, The pecu- 
liar and extraordinary feature in it is an immense tin-bearing elvan course, which 
traverses its entire length.
